committed 
suicide. Is 
resting 
well, and unless complications develop 
he will recover. 


Mr. Morgan probably owes his life 
to the quick wit and bravery of his 
fourteen-year-old 
daughter. 
Dorothy, 
who saw Mackay draw his revolver 
and struck it with her hand. This de- 
fiected 
the bullet, otherwise the post- 
master would have been fatally wound- 
ed. for his assailant 
was at 
close 
range a n i fired four shots in all. The 
shooting occurred at One Hundred and 
Porty-sixth street and only a 
short 
distance from Mr. Morgan's home. He 
was on his way down town at the 
time. 


An investigation of the life and rec- 
ord of Mackay reveal« that he was of 
a morbid nature and a former Inmate 
of an asylum at Worcester. Mass. 


Evidently he had never seen 
the 
postmaster, for as he met Mr. Morgan 
he asked, "Are you Postmaster Mor- 
gan?" 
At Mr. Morgan's affirmative 
reply Maol:ay drew his revolver and 
fired a shot into the postmaster's ab- 
domen. 


The. wounded man fell to the side- 
walk. and as two witnesses of the 
shooting came running up Mackay lay 
down on the sidewalk, opened his vest 
and sent one bullet into his head and 
another Into his heart. He was dead 
when the first man reached him.

LEAPS INTO COKE OVEN 


Conductor, Injured In Wreck, Sought 
a Terrible Death. 


Grafton, W. Va,, Nov. 10.—Seeking 
a terrible death, J. H. Deevers, for- 
merly a Baltimore & Ohio conductor, 
threw himself 
into a seething coke 
oven, and efforts are now being made 
to find some of his ashes. 


Deevers 
was injured in a 
wreck 
some time ago, and had been visiting 
his father at Hlora, Preston county. 
Near thecoke ovens at that place his 
clothing was found, with a note ex- 
plaining his suicide. 
The letter fol- 
lows: 


"I have been wondering, and I can't 
get nothing else Into my head. 
Gen- 
tlemen, I am in debt, and can't work, 
and I don't know what else to do but 
put myself out of- the way. 
I have 
been studying ever since I got hurt, 
and I have been wondering and study 
ing and studying, and I can't get noth- 
ing else In my head. So I will bring it 
to a close, and hei*e you will find my 
remains." 


From a cell in tho Tombs prison 
in New York city Charles W. Morse 
now directs the efforts of his counsel 
to secure his freedom, he having been 
sentenced to serve fifteen years in the 
federal prison at Atlanta, Ga,. for mis- 
application of the funds of the Na- 
tional Bank of 
North America and 
making false entries in the books of 
the bank. 
Alfred H. Curtis, former 
president of the defunct bank, who 
was jointly tried and convicted with 
Morse, was given his liberty on a sus- 
pended sentence. 


While Morse's lawyers immediately 
applied for and secured a stay of ex- 
ecution for ten days after sentence 
had been Imposed, still it Is probable 
that Morse will remain a prisoner in 
the Tombs, as Judge Hough has re- 
fused to admit the 
financier 
to bail. 
The Morse 
lawyers applied to the 
United States circuit court of appeals 
for a writ to show cause why their 
client should not be admitted to ball, 
and the writ was granted, but it is not 
returnable until Monday; hence it ap- 
pears that Morse must remain a pris- 
oner until the question of ball is set- 
tled on that day. 


Whether a new trial will be granted 
Morse Is problematical. 
Judge 
La- 
combe granted a writ of error to the 
Morse lawyers. This writ is returnable 
Dec. 3 and is based 
on the 
usual 
grounds—exceptions taken by the de- 
fense during the trial and exceptions 
to the Indictment itself. This step had 
to bo taken before application for bail 
could be made, and it also leads to 
the argument for a new trial. 
The 
Morse lawyers say their client has in- 
structed 
them to fight "to the last 
ditch." 


A crowd of more than 600 men and 
women followed Morse and two deputy 
marshals, who had him in charge, from 
the federal building to the doors of 
the Tombs. As they trailed along the 
crowd jeered and hooted. '*How would 
you like to be the Ice man?" shouted 
some one as the little man walked 
along between the two big deputies. 
"You'll get no Ice there." yelled an- 
other. 
These and similar cries foh 
lowed the prisoner until the 
heavy 
barred doors of the prison had closed 
behind him. 


The scene in the courtroom when 
sentence was pronounced by 
Judge 
Hough was a most dramatic one. The 
wives of the two prisoners, who had 
been constant attendants at court dur- 
ing the entire trial, were present, as If 
anxious to cheer their husbands by 
their presence in the trying ordeal 
which confronted them. 


When the real test came, however, 
it was the husbands, and 
not 
the 
wives, who 
proved 
the 
comforters. 
Morse sat like a stoic when he heard 
the words which condemned him to 
prison. There was scarcely the tremor 
of an eyelid, and to those who watchpd 
there was no longer even the shadow 
of a doubt that the "Little Man", was 
indeed a man of iron nerve. 


VIctorlen Sardou, Dramatist, Dead. 


Vlctorien Sardou. who had been 111 
for a long: time, died in Paris from an 
attack of pulmonary congestion. 
Ho 
was tho doan of French dramatists and 
a member of tho French acadomy. Tho 
man whoso first plaj' was hissed and 
who then wanted to go to AnTorica to 
seek his fortune, died rich and hon 
orod. with the proud title of France 
greatnst and most prolific contempor- 
ary dramatist. 


At tho ago of sovonty-fio 
Sardou 
witnessed the production of hia latest 
drama, "I-i'Affalre des Poisons." at tho 
Porte St. Martin theater, and which 
was presented for the fl»'st timo on 
Dec. 7 last and Is still running to 
crowded houses. 


His first comedy, "La Taverno Des 
Btudiantfl," was produced in 1854 in 
the Odeon, when tho second state thea- 
ter. but it proved a complete failure. 
He 
then 
wrote the comedy. "Los 
Pattes De Mouche," which was pro- 
duced with great successes in 1SI>). 
and subsequently adapted for the ©t 
llsh stage under tho title of "A Scr p 
of Paper." 


Almost every land knows the stage 
heroes and heroines born out of Sar- 
dou's resourceful mind. 
Mme. Sarah 
Bernhardt has won her great triumphs 
In roles he wrote for her, such as 
Tosca. 
Fedora, 
Theodora 
and 
Gla- 
monda. 
"Mmo. Sana Gene'* was writ- 
ten for Mme. Rejane. In which she 
portrayed the outspoken, good-hearted 
wife of Marshal Lefevre. It was trans- 
lated Into English, and Sir Henry Irv- 
ing and Miss Ellen Terry were seen 
in it at the Lyceum. The great English 
actor also appeared in "Robespierre 
and other products of the genius of the 
master l^enchman.

Mr. Carmack was go­

Conductor, Injured In Wreck, Sought 
a Terrible Death. 


Grafton, W. Va., Nov. 10.—Seeking 
a terrible death, J. H. Deevers, for­ 
merly a Baltimore & Ohio conductor, 
threw himself into a seething coke 
oven, and efforts are now being made 
to find some of his ashes. 


Deevers was injured in a wreck 
some time ago, and had been visiting 
his father at Hiora, Preston county.

CITY

TRIAL 


Whether a new trial will be granted 
Morse is problematical. 
Judge La- 
combe granted a writ of error to the 
Morse lawyers. This writ is returnable 
Dec. 3 and is based on the usual 
grounds—exceptions taken by the de­ 
fense during the trial and exceptions 
to the indictment itself. This step had 
to be taken before application for bail 
could be made, and it also leads to 
the argument for a new trial. 
The 
Morse lawyers say their client has in­ 
structed them to fight “to the last 
ditch.” 


A crowd of more than 600 men and 
women followed Morse and two deputy 
marshals, who had him in charge, from 
the federal building to the doors of 
the Tombs. As they trailed along the 
crowd jeered and hooted. “How would 
you like to be the ice man?” shouted 
some one as the little man walked 
along between the two big deputies. 
“You’ll get no Ice there,” yelled an­ 
other. 
These and similar cries fol* 
lowed the prisoner until the heavy 
barred doors of the prison had closed 
behind him. 


The scene in the courtroom when 
sentence was pronounced by 
Judge 
Hough was a most dramatic one. The 
wives of the two prisoners, who had 
been constant attendants at court dur­ 
ing the entire trial, were present, as if 
anxious to cheer their husbands by 
their presence in the trying ordeal 
which confronted them. 


When the real test came, however, 
it was the husbands, and not the

Rejane, in which she 
portrayed the outspoken, good-hearted 
wife of Marshal Lefevre. It was trans­ 
lated into English, and Sir Henry Irv­ 
ing and Miss Ellen Terry were seen 
in It at the Lyceum. The great English 
actor also appeared in “Robespierre” 
and other products of the genius of the 
master Frenchman.

LIGHTNING STIUKES SHIi'S 


More Often Than is Supposed—Con* 


ductors For Electric Currents. 


In spite of the popular impression 


to the contrary ships remote from 
the land 
are seldom 
damaged by 


lightning, although some of the most 
awe inspiring displays of atmospheric 
electricity are frequently witnessed 
by those on board of them. 


Standing rigging and even parts of 


the running gear are now made of 
steel wire, and this substitute for the 
eld-fashioned hemp serves the pur- 
pose of lightning conductor when the 
ship is not fitted with such an aid 
to safety. 
The electric current is 


conveyed down the wire rigging and 
reaches the sea through the vessel's 
metal hull. 
Damage occurs only if 


the current be interrupted on its way 
to earth. In a comparatively large 
proportion of instances the foreroyal 
truck is struck by lightning, that of 
the main less frequently and the miz- 
zen least of the three. 


Very serious casualties under this 


head occurred to warships and mer- 
chant vessels in the clays of wooden 
bulls and hempen rigging.

In July, IS02, as thirteen sail of the 
East India Company were trying to 
round the cape In the vicinity of Al- 
goa Bay, homeward bound, two of 
them, the Britannia and the Bombay 
Castle, were struck by lightning. The 


in flames and the masts had to be 
cut away in order to save the ships 
and their combustible cargoes. 
A 


heavy gale was blowing, the night 
was dark, and the ether ships of the 
fleet, which were hove to at the time, 
were witnesses of this thrilling inci- 
dent. 


Many vessels are now fitted with 


lightning 
conductors of approved 


types. lest the wire rigging should 
fail to carry off the electric current. 
In May, 1S96, shortly after a severe 
thunderstorm, accompanied by light- 
ning and rain in three degrees south, 
eighty-seven degrees east, the P. and 
O. steamship Victoria had a sudden 
Increase of deviation, amounting to 
si:; degrees in both the standard and 
the wheelhouse compasses, and later 
it was discovered that the lightning 
conductor on the fore had fused. The 
ship must have been struck by light- 
ning during the s^orm.—Knowledge 


EVANS AT FORT FISHER.

Lamb, of Norfolk, Ya., the Confed- 
erate commander, gallantly stand- 
Ing out on the parapet and calling 
on his men to get up and shoot the 
Yankees.

deliberate shot at hira. As I fired a 
bullet ripped through the front of 
my coat across my breast, turning me 
completely around. I felt a burning 
sensation, like a hot i»'cn, over my 
heart, and s?.v.' something red coin- 
ing o-.it of a hole in niy coat which 
I tcok for blood. I kuev.% of course, 
that If a bulijt bad 
this portion. 01 my body I 
for, but that was EO I'ir.ee to stop,

As we approached th& re- 


mains of the stockade I was aware 
that one panic-alar sharpshooter was 
shooting at me and when we were a 
hundred yards away he hit me in the 
left leg, about three inches below the 
knee.

Venezue!a, and a little later in 
a brief note cr two th-t the dis- 
coverer wrote to the Academy of 
Sciences in Paris. It was buried is 
these pages and forgotten, and has 
now been resurrected by the Havana 
Cronic-a Medico and the British Medi- 
ical Jcamal. 


In May, 1S53, Louis Daniel Beau- 


perthuy, a native of GauJeloupe an-I 
health officer at Camana, wrote to 
tie Gace:a Ofucial that for fourteen 
years he had made a microscopic 
&:« 5v of the blood and secretions in 
fev^ and had discovered that yellow 
fever resulted from ihe stings of 
several s;;ec!es of mosquitoes. 


The moso.uito plunges its proboscis 


into :he skin and introduces a poison 
which, has rrcperues akin to that of 
snake venom. 
It soft-ens the 
red 


bleed corpuscles, causes their rup- 
ture and facilitates ;he mixing of the 
coloring mailer with the serum. - 


BeauDenhuy said a gcod ward for 


the much maligned swamp, whose 
repu:at-cn as a breeder of malaria 
nnd 
oiher 
fevers was widespread. 


'•Marshes do not communicate to the 
air any:hing more than humidity, and 
the small amount of hydrogen they 
give off <!GPS not cause in man the 
slightest indisposition in equatorial 
and intertropieal regions renovmed 
for their unhealthiness.

tific research* had been able in the 
middle of the last century to pro- 
ceed along the lines suggested by 
Beauperthay's

LIGIITXIXG STRIKES SIIIFS 


Afore Often Than Is Supposed—Con- 
ductors F o r Electric Currents, 


In spite of tho popular impression 
to the contrary ships remote from 
the land 
are seldom 
damaged by 
lightning, although some of the most 
awe inspiring displays of atmospheric 
electricity are frequently 
witnessed 
by those on board of them. 


Standing rigging and even parts of 
the running gear are now made of 
steel wire, and this substitute for tho 
old-fashioned hemp serves the pur- 
pose of lightning conductor when the 
ship is not 
fitted 
Avith such an aid 
to safety. 
The clectric current 
is 
conveyed down the wire rigging and 
reaches the sea through the vessel's 
metal hull. 
Damage occurs only if 
the current be interrupted on its way 
to earth. 
In a comparatively large 
proportion of instances the foreroyal 
truck is struck by lightning, that of 
the main less frequently and the miz- 
zen least of the three. 


Very serious casualties under this 
head occurred to warships and mer- 
chant vessels in the days of wooden 
hulls and hempen rigging. 
• 
* ' • 
In July, IS02, as thirteen sail of the 
East India Company Avere trying to 
round the cape in the vicinity of Al- 
goa Bay, homeward 
bound, two of 
them, tho Britannia and the Bombay 
Castle, were struck by lightning. The 
foremast of each was soon enveloped 
in 
flames 
and the masts had to be 
cut away in order to save the ships 
and 
their 
combustible 
cargoes. 
A 
heavy gale was blowing, the night 
was dark, and the other ships of the 
fleet, which were hove to at the time, 
were witnesses of this thrilling inci- 
dent. 


Many vessels are now 
fitted 
with 
lightning 
conductors 
of 
approved 
types, lest the wire rigging 
should 
fail to carry oft the electric current« 
In Ma3% 1S9 6, shortly after a severe 
thunderstorm, accompanied by light- 
ning and rain in three degrees south, 
eighty-seven degrees east, the P. and 
O. steamship Victoria had a sudden 
increase of deviation, amounting to 
six degrees in both the standard and 
tlie Avheelhouse compasses, and lator 
it was discovered that the lightning 
conductor on the fore had fused. The 
ship must have been struck by light- 
ning during the 
storm.—Knowledge 
Magazine,

"At^this

Lamb, of Norfolk, Va,, the Confed- 
erate 
commander, 
gallantly 
stand- 
ing out on the parapet and calling 
on his men to get up and shoot the 
Yankees. 
I considered hlni 
within 
easy range of the revolver, so took a 
deliberate shot at him. 
As I fired a 
bullet ripped through the front of 
my coat across my breast, turning me 
completely around. 
I felt a burning 
sensation, like a hot iron, over my 
heart, and saw something red com- 
ing out of a hole in my coat Avhich 
I took for blood. 
I knewt of course, 
that if a bullet had gone 
through 
this portion of my body I was done 
for, but that was no place to stop, 
BO 1 w^ent on at the head of my com- 
pany. 
As we approached 
the 
re- 
mains of the stockade I was aware 
that one particular sharpshooter was 
shooting at me and when -we wero a 
hundred yards away he hit me in the 
left leg. about three inches below the 
knee. 
The force of the blow was so 
great that I landed on my face in the 
Band, 
I got a silk handkerchief out 
of my pocket and, with the kind as- 
sistance 
of 
my 'classmate, 
Hoban 
Sands, soon stopped the blood 
and 
went again to the front as fast as I 
could. 


"About 
this time the m m 
were 
stumbling over wires which they cut 
with their knives—they proved to be 
wires to the torpedoes over which we 
had charged, but they failed to ex- 
plode. 
My left leg seemed 
asleep, 
but I was able to use it. 
The stock- 
ade, or what remained of it, was very 
near, and I determined to lead my 
company by a flank through a break 
in it, and then charge over the angle 
of the fort, which now looked very 
difficult to climb.

ued to shoot at me, at the same time 
addressing me in very forcible but 
uncomplimentary language. 
At the 
fifth shot, I think it was, he hit me 
again, taking off the end of one of 
my toes, tearing off the sole of my 
shoe and wrenching my ankle dread- 
fully. 
I thought the bullet had gone 
through my ankle, the pain was so 
Intense. 


"For some reason, I don't 
know 
why, this shot made me unreasonably 
angry and, rolling over in the sand 
so as to face my antagonist, I ad- 
dressed a few brief remarks to him, 
and then, just as some one handed 
him a freshly loaded musket, I 
fired, 
aiming at his breast. 
I knew all the 
the time that I should kill him if I 
shot at him, but had not intended to 
do so until he shot me in the toe. 
My bullet went a little high, striking 
the poor chap in the throat and pass- 
ing out of the back of his neck.

ease it was not 
dreamed 
that 
far 
more than (he germ of the truth had 
been 
revealed 
many 
years 'before. 
The truth was told in 1S53 in the 
obscure 
columns of the Gaceta 
Of- 
fi-cial, published at tho port of Cam- 
ana. Venezuela, and a little later In 
a 
brief 
note or 
tAvo that the 
dis- 
coverer 
Avrote 
to the Academy 
of 
Sciences In Paris. 
It Avas buried in 
those pages and forgotten, and 
has 
noAV been resurrected by the Havana 
Cronica Medico and the British Medi- 
ical Journal. 


In May. 1S53, Louis Daniel Beau- 
perthuy, a native of Gaudeloupe and 
health 
officer at Camana, 
Avrote to 
the Gaceta Official that for fourteen 
years 
he -had made a 
microscopic 
study of the -blood and secretions in 
fev^^and had dl&coA'ered that yellow 
fever 
resulted 
from 
the 
stings of 
several species of mosquitoes. 


The mosquito plunges its proboscis 
into the skin and introduces a i>oison 
Avhich has properties akin to that of 
snake venom. 
It softens tiro 
red 
blood corpuscles, causes their 
rup- 
ture a.nd facilitates the mixing of the 
coloring matter Avith the serum. . 


Beauperthuy said a good Avord for 
the 
much 
maligned 
swamp, 
Avhose 


reputation 
as a breeder of 
malaria 
and 
.other 
fevers Avas Avidespread. 
"Marshes do not conununicato to the 
air anything more than humidity, and 
the small amount of hydrogen they 
glA'e off does not cause In man the 
slightest 
intlis.positlon 
in 
equatorial 
and 
Intertropical 
regions 
renoAvned 
for their 
unhealthlness. 
Nor is It 
the 
putrescence 
of 
the water 
that 
makes it unhealthy, but the presence 
of mosquitoes." 


Beauperthuy's facts and deductions 
Avere so remote from all the medical 
teachings of that day that they were 
doubtless laughed at and 
promptly 
forgotten. 
Probably the priority of 
his discovery will now be acknowledg- 
ed, but it might havo "been a pro- 
found blessing to the world If scien- 
tific research'^ had heen able in the 
middle of the last century to pro- 
ceed along the lines suggested 
by 
Beauperthuy's 
announcement.—^New 
York 
Sun.

Avhich control the receiving mieclian- 
Ism, 
The receiving machine is some-

'Electrical contracts made 
through the holes in the tape cause 
the proper type bars to be struck. So 
fast is this automatic working 
that 
the girl operators can receive 
and 
send 
from 200 to 400 messages 
in

LICIITXING STRIKES SHIPS 


More Often Than is Supposed—Con­ 
ductors For Electric Currents. 


In spite of the popular impression 
to the contrary ships remote from 
the land 
are seldom 
damaged by 
lightning, although some of the most 
awe inspiring displays of atmospheric 
electricity are frequently witnessed 
by those on board of them. 


Standing rigging and even parts of 
the running gear are now made of 
steel wire, and this substitute for the 
old-fashioned hemp servos the pur­ 
pose of lightning conductor when the 
ship is not fitted with such an aid 
to safety. 
The electric current is 
conveyed down the wire rigging and 
reaches the sea through the vessel’s 
metal hull. 
Damage occurs only if 
the current be interrupted on its way 
to earth. 
In a comparatively large 
proportion of instances the foreroyal 
truck is struck by lightning, that of 
the main less frequently and the miz- 
zen least of the three. 


Very serious casualties under this 
head occurred to warships and mer­ 
chant vessels in the days of wooden 
hulls and hempen rigging. 
* 
* ‘ * 
In July, 1S02, as thirteen sail of the 
East India Company were trying to 
round the cape in the vicinity of Al- 
goa Bay, homeward bound, two of 
them, the Britannia and the Bombay 
Castle, were struck by lightning. The 
foremast of each was soon enveloped 
in flames and the masts had to be 
cut away in order to save the ships 
and their combustible cargoes. 
A 
heavy gale was blowing, the night 
was dark, and the other ships of the 
fleet, which were hove to at the time, 
were witnesses of this thrilling inci­ 
dent. 


Many vessels are now fitted with 
lightning 
conductors 
of 
approved 
types, lest the wire rigging should 
fail to carry off the electric current, 
In Maj% 189 6, shortly after a severe 
thunderstorm, accompanied by light­ 
ning and rain in three degrees south, 
eighty-seven degrees east, the P. and 
O. steamship Victoria had a sudden 
increase of deviation, amounting to 
six degrees in both the standard and 
the wheelhouse compasses, and later 
it was discovered that the lightning 
conductor on the fore had fused. The 
ship must have been struck by light­ 
ning during the storm.—Knowledge 
Magazine.

can kill a man at long range without 
any more fuss than a puff of gas and

Could the Inventor make his gun not 
only smokeless and noiseless, but cer­ 
tain of its aim, so that any raw re­ 
cruit might bring down his ambushed 
foe merely by wishing it and pressing 
the trigger, the*device would be still 
more welcome. 
The possibilities of a 
silent gun in criminal hands are dis­ 
quieting. 
But this very fact may 
hasten the better public control of the 
sale and use of all death-dealing in­ 
struments, which to-day may be pur­ 
chased by any boy or burglar in 
pawnshop or hardware store. 
If this 
is to be an effect of the Maxim 
muiiier, the latter will be an almost 
unmixed blessing.—New York liven­ 
ing Post. 


EvAi\S AT FORT FISHER. 
Admiral Evans’ description of the 
attack on Fort Fisher during the 
Civil War runs as follows: 
“At,this 
moment 
I 
saw 
Colonel 
William 
Lamb, of Norfolk, Va., the Confed­ 
erate commander, gallantly stand­ 
ing out on the parapet and calling 
on his men to get up and shoot the 
Yankees. 
I considered him within 
easy range of the revolver, so took a 
deliberate shot at him. 
As I fired a 
bullet ripped through the front of 
my coat across my breast, turning me 
completely around. 
I felt a burning 
sensation, like a hot iron, over my 
heart, and saw something red com­ 
ing out of a hole in my coat which 
I took for blood. 
I knew^ of course, 
that if a bullet had gone through 
this portion of my body I was done 
for, but that was no place to stop, 
so I went on at the head of my com­ 
pany. 
As we approached the 
re­ 
mains of the stockade I was aware 
that one particular sharpshooter was 
shooting at me and when we wero a 
hundred yards away he hit me in the 
left leg, about three inches below the 
knee. 
The force of the blow was so 
great that I landed on my face in the 
sand. 
I got a silk handkerchief out 
of my pocket and, with the kind as­ 
sistance 
of 
my 'classmate, Hoban 
Sands, soon stopped the blood and 
went again to the front as fast as I 
could. 


“About this time the men were 
stumbling over wires which they cut 
with their knives—they proved to be 
wires to the torpedoes over which we 
had charged, but they failed to ex­ 
plode. 
My left leg seemed asleep, 
but I was able to use it. 
The stock­ 
ade, or what remained of it, wras very 
near, and I determined to lead my 
company by a flank through a break 
in it, and then charge over the angle 
of the fort, which now looked very 
difficult to climb. 
I managed to get 
through the stockade, with seven oth­ 
ers, . when my sharpshooter friend 
sent a bullet through my right knee; 
and I realized that my chance of 
going was settled. 
I tried to stand 
up, but it was no use; my legs would 
not hold me, and, besides this, I was 
bleeding dreadfully and I knew that 
was a matter which had to be looked 
to. 


“When I received the wound in 
my right knee I began at once to try 
to stop the flow of blood. 
I used for 
the purpose one of the half dozen silk 
handkerchiefs with which I had pro­ 
vided myself, but I was so tired and 
weak from loss of blood that I was 
some time doing the trick. 
In the 
meantime my sharpshooter friend, 
about thirty-five yards away, contin­ 
ued to shoot at me, at the same time 
addressing me in very forcible but 
uncomplimentary language. 
At the 
fifth shot, I think it was, he hit me 
again, taking off the end of one of 
my toes, tearing off the sole of my 
shoe and wrenching my ankle dread­ 
fully. 
I thought the bullet had gone 
through my ankle, the pain was so 
intense. 


“For some reason, I don’t know 
why, this shot made me unreasonably 
angry and, rolling over in the sand 
so as to face my antagonist, I ad­ 
dressed a few brief remarks to him, 
and then, just as some one handed 
him a freshly loaded musket, I fired, 
aiming at his breast. 
I knew all the 
the time that I should kill him if I 
shot at him, but had not intended to 
do so until he shot me in the toe. 
My bullet went a little high, striking 
the poor chap in the throat and pass­ 
ing out of the back of his neck. 
He 
staggered around, after dropping his 
gun, and finally pitched over the par­ 
apet and rolled down near me, where 
he lay dead.

more than the germ of the truth had 
been revealed many years 'before. 
The truth -was told in 1S53 in the 
obscure columns of the Gaceta Of­ 
ficial, published at the port of Ctini- 
ana, Venezuela, and a little later in 
a brief note or two that the dis­ 
coverer wrote to the Academy of 
Sciences in Paris. 
It was buried in 
those pages and forgotten, and has 
now been resurrected by the Havana 
Cronica Medico and the British Medi- 
ical Journal. 


In May, 1853, Louis Daniel Beau- 
perthuy, a native of Gaudeloupe and 
health officer at Camana, wrote to 
the Gaceta Official that for fourteen 
years he »had made a microscopic 
study of the «blood and secretions in 
iex^k and had discovered that yellow 
fever resulted from the stings of 
several species of mosquitoes. 


The mosquito plunges its proboscis 
into the skin and introduces a poison 
which has properties akin to that of 
snake venom. 
It softens tho 
red 
blood corpuscles, causes their 
rup­ 
ture and facilitates the mixing of the 
coloring matter with the serum. • 


Beauperthuy said a good word for 
the much maligned swamp, whose 
reputation as a breeder of malaria 
and 
.other 
fevers was widespread. 
“Marshes do not communicate to the 
air anything more than humidity, and 
the small amount of 'hydrogen they 
give off does not cause in man the 
slightest indisposition in equatorial 
and intertropical regions renowned 
for their unhealthiness. 
Nor is it 
the putrescence of the water that 
makes it unhealth}r, but the presence 
of mosquitoes.“ 


Beauperthuy’s facts and deductions 
were so remote from all the ¡medical 
teachings of that day that they were 
doubtless lauglred at and 
promptly 
forgotten. 
Probably the priority of 
his discovery will now be acknowledg­ 
ed, but it might have ‘been a pro­ 
found blessing to the world if scien­ 
tific research^ had been able in the 
middle of the last century to pro­ 
ceed along the lines suggested 
by 
Beauperthuy's 
announcement.—'New 
York Sun.

A Revolutionary Machine. 


A revolution in the sending an4 
receiving of telegraph ^messages 
gradually taking place throughout the 
United States, owing to the telegraph 
printing machines which are being 
installed In the metropolitan offices of 
the telegraph companies. 


In 
sending, 
the 
messages 
are 
“punchcd” or spelled'out in the Morse 
characters on an endless tape. 
Tho 
tape is then fed into a sending ma­ 
chine, -where a wheel moves it along 
and in the right direction. The holes 
in the tapo allow contacts to bo made 
which control the receiving »mechan­ 
ism. The receiving machine is some­ 
what like an electrically controlled 
typewriter. -Electrical contracts made 
through the holes in the tape cause 
the proper type bars to be struck. So 
fast is this automatic working that 
the girl operators can receive and 
send from 200 to 400 messages in 
nine hours with one machine. 
The 
machines work duplex, two messages 
being s'ent at the same time.—Popu­ 
lar Mechanics.

This is the reason why hollow trees 


may often be found in a flourishing 
condition when the heartwood may 
have entirely disappeared. 
Howev- 


er, a landscape tree in this condi- 
tion, deprived of the shelter of its 
felloirs. is in grave danger, for a 
high wind or a heavy snowfall may 
find it an easy victim. 


After a mass of decay has been- 


removed from the interior of a rott- 
ing trunk there remains a shel: of 
living sapwocd and bark. Into ch;s 
cavity 
a 
steel brace is inserted 


and bolted in place. This gives to 
the tree a stability which by the de- 
cay of the supporting heartwood it 
had lost. 
Xow conies an important 


operation, the cutting of the water- 
sheds, 
which 
prevent 
the 
en- 


trance 
of 
moisture. 
The 
water- 


sheds consist of a deep groove cut 
about an inch, inside the edge and 
opening to the ground below. 
The 


cement, being 
packed tightly 
into 


these grooves, forms a channel down 
which the water flows, to be led oat 
at the base. The cavity !s then wir- 
ed throughout, the wire being stretch- 
ed from nails driven into the wood, 
and acting as reenforcing for tare 
cement. This work having been com- 
pleted, the cement is made as moist 
as possible, and then built out into 
the original outline of the tree. The 
bark which has been cut back for. an 
inch or so in order to prevent bruis- 
ing while the work is in progress 
Trill eventually cover the filled in 
•svonad, the tree thus regaining its 
normal appearance. 


In the case of exceptionally large 


eavulFs the opsains is covered by 
large strips of zinc. The cement is 
then forced do-^-n into every crevice 
and allovred to set; after which the 
zinc is removed and a coat of fine 
finishing cement put en and painted 
lae color of the bark. By this meth- 
od the tree surgeon is enabled to 
build out trees where fully half the 
wood may have been destroyed by 
lightning or from some other cause. 
This treatavent serves as a fine exam- 
ple of the healing powers of nature, 
•for it is remarkable how quickly 
-.hese wounds will ieal when pro- 
tected from moisture and further de- 
cay by tire cement filling insured by 
tie watersheds.—Cement Age.

-S t DENTISTRY 
FOR TREES 


Interesting Work Done Nowadays 
to Preserve Trees From Decay. 


What is tree surgery? In so far as 
it applies to the -ceiiiGnt work iilone 
a good answw would be that it is the 
-practical application of dentistry to 
trees. 
But this answer would not 
cover the many other branches of the 
profession, consisting of 
trimming, 
chaining, packing, scraping, spraying 
and fertilizing. 
Tree surgery is in 
fact an advanced development of ar- 
boricultui-e. 
Both 
fruit and shade 
trees are valued now as never before, 
and the fact has become 
generally 
•known that 'by skilful methods of the 
tree surgeon it is possible to give 
new lease of life to trees which ap- 
parently had reached their limit o? 
existence. 
It is safe to say that al- 
most any tree of medium age may 
be saved by 'these methods. 


Of the many branches embraced in 
this work the cement filling forms 
by far the largest and most import- 
ant part. The practice of filling cavi- 
ties with cement has long been in 
use, but when carried out along the 
usual Hnes it only serves to add to, 
the original trouble. The method of 
sealing up the decayed cection sim- 
ply increased the decay. 
Many ex- 
amples may be seen where the bark 
at the side of the cavity was cover- 
ed by the^ cement, no regard having 
been paid to drainage or the subse- 
quent healing of the wound. As the 
cement did not stick to the wood and 
the swaying of the tree by the wind 
often enlarged the crack between the 
wood and the filling water penetrat- 
ed 'behind the cement and decay went 
on eve^ more rapidly than .before. 


The tree grows in girth by the de- 
posit of a thin layer of new wood be- 
tween the wood and the bark, There 
are three layers in this coat—the mid- 
dle one being composed of thin form- 
ing tissues known as the "cambium." 
The inner side of this layer forms new 
wood, the outer new bark. It is this 
new layer and J h e layers of the four 
or five previous years 
which 
are 
known as the sapwood, and form the 
active section of 
the 
trunk 
and 
branches. 
The cells of these inner 
rings are gradually covered by the 
yearly deposit of new growth, and 
U,l/rom living sapwood become heart- 
wood, which is dead and serves mere- 
ly as a strong framework for the 
living parts of the tree and as store- 
houses for excess material. 


This is the reason why hollow trees 
may often be found in a 
flourishing 
condition when the heartwood may 
hare 
entirely disappeared. 
Howev- 
er, a landscaipe tree in this condi- 
tion, deprived of the shelter of its 
fellows, is in grave danger, fpr a 
hfgh wind or a heavy snowfall may 
find it an easy victim. 


After a mass of decay has been^ 
removed from the interior of a rott- 
ing trunk there remains a shell of 
living sapwood and bark. Into this 
cavity 
a 
steel 
brace is 
inserted 
, and boUed in pjacc. 
This gives to 
the tree a stability which by the de- 
cay of the supporting heartwood it 
had lost. 
Now comes an important 
operation, the cutting of the water- 
sheds, 
which 
prevent 
the 
en- 
trance 
of 
moisture. 
The 
water- 
sheds consist of a deep groove cut 
about an inch inside the edge and 
openinir to the ground below. The 
cement, being 
-packed tightly 
into 
these grooves, forms a channel down 
which the water flows, to be led out 
at the base. The cavity 5s then wir- 
ed throughout, the wire being stretch- 
ed from nails driven into the wood, 
and 
acting as reen forcing for the 
cement. This work having been com- 
pleted, the cement is made as moist 
as possible, and then built out into 
the original outline of the tree. The 
hark which has heen cut back for. an 
inch or so in order to prevent bruis- 
ing while the work is in progresd 
will eventually cover the 
filled in 
wound, the tree thus regaining its 
normal appearance. 


In the case of excc-iptionally large 
cavities the opening is covered by 
large strips of zinc. The cement is 
then forced down into every crevice 
and allowed to set; after which the 
zinc Is removed and a coat of fine 
finishing 
cement put on and painted 
the color of the bark. By this meth- 
od the tree surgeon is enabled to 
build out trees where fully half the 
wood may have been destroyed by 
lightning or from some other cause, 
This treatm'ent serves as a fine exam- 
ple of the healing powers of nature, 
Jfor it is remarkable how quickly 
Ihesg 
wounds will J^eal when pro-' 
tected from moisture and further de- 
cay by the cement filling insured by 
Ihe 
watersheds.—Cement Age.

countryside much more attractive in 
one sense but decidedly uncomfort- 
able for the poor yokel who is des- 
perately hard up to find a roof for 
himself and his family.

the modern builder finds it difficult 
to induce the week-ender to take up 
a anodeiii 
country 
cottage. 
Many 
firms have produced model week-end 
cottages which look very beautiful on 
paper and in fact are most attractive 
when they are built, hut their be- 
setting sin is that they are absolute- 
ly new, and that is a crime which 
the up-to-date week-ender cannot ov- 
erlook.

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DENTISTRY 
FOR TREES 


Interesting Work Done Nowadays 
to Preserve Trees From Decay. 


What is tree surgery? In so far as 
it applies to the cement work «alone 
a good answer would be that it is the 
.practical application of dentistry to 
trees. 
But this answer would not 
cover the many other branches of the 
profession, consisting of 
trimming* 
chaining, packing, scraping, spraying 
and fertilizing. 
Tree surgery is in 
fact an advanced development of ar­ 
boriculture. 
Both fruit and shade 
trees are valued now as never before, 
and the fact has become generally 
•known that by skilful methods of the 
tree surgeon it is possible to give 
new lease of life to trees which ap­ 
parently had reached their limit of 
existence. 
It is safe to say that al­ 
most any tree of medium age may 
be saved by 'these methods. 


Of tho many branches embraced in 
this work the cement filling forms 
by far the largest and most import­ 
ant part. The practice of filling cavi­ 
ties with cement has long been In 
use, but when carried out along the 
usual lines it only serves to add to 
the original trouble. 
The method of 
sealing up the decayed section sim­ 
ply increased the decay. 
Many ex­ 
amples may be seen where the bark 
at the side of the cavity was cover­ 
ed by the, cement, no regard having 
been paid to drainage or the subse­ 
quent healing of the wound. 
As tne 
cement did not stick to the wood and 
the swaying of the tree by the wind 
often enlarged the crack between the 
wood and the filling water penetrat­ 
ed 'behind the cement and decay went 
on eve^ more rapidly than before. 


The tree grows in girth by the de­ 
posit of a thin layer of new wood be­ 
tween the wood and the bark. There 
are three layers in this coat—the mid­ 
dle one being composed of thin form­ 
ing tissues known as the “cambium.” 
The inner side of this layer forms new 
wood, the outer n*ew bark. It is this 
new layer and-the layers of the four 
or five previous years 
which 
are 
known as the sapwood, and form the 
active section of 
the 
trunk 
and 
branches. 
The cells of these inner 
•rings are gradually covered by the 
yearly deposit of new growth, and 
UU/rom living sapwood become heart- 
wood, which is dead and serves mere­ 
ly as a strong framework for the 
living parts of the tree and as store­ 
houses for excess material. 


This is the reason why hollow trees 
may often be found in a flourishing 
condition when the heartwood may 
have entirely disappeared. 
Howev­ 
er, a landscaipe tree in this condi­ 
tion, deprived of the shelter of its 
fellows, is in grave danger, fpr a 
high wind or a heavy snowfall may 
find it an easy victim. 


United States. 
Of cmirs'e, 
country 
house building will come to an end 
in America one day, when the sup­ 
ply begins to exceed the demand, as 
it has here. 
On the othe? hand, the 
demand in England at the present 
time is for fairly sized farmhouses, 
which are snapped up to such a great* 
extent that farmers are complaining 
everywhere because of their inability 
to secure decent homes. 
As 
for 
country cottages, they are becoming 
so scarce that in some districts tho 
authorities are becoming alarmed at 
the dispossession of the farm labor 
er. 
There are a great many districts 
within reach of London where up to 
a few years ago a farm laborer could 
secure -a decent cottage for a couple 
of shillings a week but since the 
week-end craze came in some eight 
or nine years «go all the available 
places have been snapped up 
by 
townspeople, who have filled the cot­ 
tages with alleged antique furniture 
and imitation chintzes, making the 
countryside much more attractive in 
one sense but decidedly uncomfort­ 
able for the poor yokel who is des­ 
perately hard up to find a roof for 
himself and his family. 
Here again 
the modern builder finds it difficult 
to induce the week-ender «to take up 
a modem 
country 
cottage. 
Many 
firms have produced model week-end 
cottages which look very beautiful on 
paper and in fact are most attractive 
when they are built, but their be­ 
setting sin is that they are absolute­ 
ly new, and that is a crime which 
the up-to-date week-ender cannot ov­ 
erlook. 
He insists on the thatched 
cottage with the thatch filled with 
holes iby destructive 
sparrows; he 
wants fireplaces black with the smoke 
of age and proportionately defective 
in the flues so that the smoko blows 
into the room instead of into the 
chimney; he wants br*ck floors; he | 
wants mice between tho rafters and 
the walls, and he insists, with no 
possible chance of 
disappointment, 
that there must be -sufficient willow 
pattern ware in the pantry to make 
the place look as much like the old- 
time farmhouse as possible. For this 
reason the making of antique willow 
pattern ware has become a thriving 
industry in Suffolk and 
Norfolk.— 
Town and Country!

HERB are many men in this country who would resent being 
describe«? as politicians; who would regard such a designation 
as derogatory to their dignity and -social standing. 
In England 


no man or woman who is kaiown to be interested in political 
questions would in the least resent being spoken of as a 
politician. 
Few English people today recall, if they ever knew, 
Dr. Arnold’s dictum that the desire to take an active share in 
thè great work of government is the highest earthly desiro of a ripened 
mind. 
But there are people beyond count in England, in ail walks of 
life, witih whom interest in politics is as intense and as continuous as it was 
with Dr. Arnold. 
Tens of thousands of these «people have no •expectation of 
ever being of the House of Commons, or even of a municipal council. Politics 
are chiefly an intellectual interest with them, put into active exercise only 
when they go to the polls. But no man or woman in England ever apologizes 
for «being a ‘politician; just as no one in this country ever apologizes for 
being of a Browning or a Dante society, or for a love of music.—The Atlantic.

cement, being 
«packed tightly 
into 
these grooves, forms a channel down 
which the water flows, to be led out 
at the base. The cavity Js then wir­ 
ed throughout, the wire being stretch­ 
ed from nails driven into the wood, 
and acting as reenforcing for the 
cement. This work having been com­ 
pleted, the cement is made as moist 
as possible, and then built out into 
the original outline of the tree. The 
bark which has been cut back for. an 
inch or so in order to prevent bruis­ 
ing while the work is in progress 
will eventually cover the filled 
in 
wound, the tree thus regaining its 
normal appearance. 


In the case of exceptionally large 
cavities the opening is covered by 
large strips of zinc. 
The cement is 
then forced down into every crevice 
and allowed to set; after which tho 
zinc is removed and a coat of fine 
finishing ce-ment put on and painted 
the color of the bark. 
By this meth­ 
od the tree surgeon is enabled to 
build out trees where fully half the 
wood may have been destroyed by 
lightning or from some other cause, 
This treatment serves as a fine exam­ 
ple of the healing powers of nature, 
ifor it is remarkable how quickly 
1hes£ wounds will -heal when pro-' 
tected from moisture and further de­ 
cay by the cement filling insured by 
the watersheds.—Cement Age.

furnish means of support for increasing numbers and seem to 
create a demand for human being's—causing

termed a population vacuum. 
The population of England and Wales, for example, in liOl, was C.121,- 


525* in 1751, (British Census Report, 1SG3), the total number of inhabitants 
had’ increased but 214,315 or 3.5 per cent, in fifty years. 
After the middle 
of the eighteenth century, however, continuous increase occurred, amounting 
to three million's in 1801, nine millions in 1851, and fourteen and a half mil­ 
lions in 1901. 
This change was coincident with the creation of British in­ 
dustry and trade. 
But if it be true that the quickening of industrial life has tended to 
Increase population, t-lve present stationary condition of population in parts 
of Europe, previously pointed out, and the diminishing increase of population 
In the United States, suggest the possibility that what may be termed tho 
drawing power of natural and Industrial resources upon population has cul­ 
minated.

He will overdo things occasionally—or at least Mrs. Croesus will, as when 
once she built a temporary ball-room next to her stately summer home, at a 
cost—so the newspaper said—of some forty thousand dollars, and tore it down 
after a single evening’s entertainment. 
Mrs. Croesus will spend vast suras 
of money to no rational purpose, and so give the socialists a deal to talk 
about, beside creating the impression that her husband's wealth was not 
Inherited; but on the whole she has made tremendous progress since she was 
a school-girl.—The Atlantic.

'How did it happen that any of the 


big trees of California escaped the 
axe of the lumberman? ~L. a .question 
frequently asked by those who are 
not familiar- with the topography of 
California. The question answers it- 
self when one has made a trip to the 
giant forest in the Sierras. 


Nature seems to have protected 


many of ih<3se trees from slaughter 
by providing a home for them in a 
mountain fortress. 
The big trees 


were discovered by the lumbermen 
when the land on which they grew 
could be had for a song under the 
homestead act or the timber and 
stone act, but the problem of trans- 
porting the timber to the mill in- 
volved so great an expenditure that 
the lumber companies hesitated to 
tackle the job. Some of the more 
audacious 
acquired 
ownership of 


those tracts nearest the market and 
expended large sums of mcney in the 
construction cf flumes. It has been 
a paying investment. 
The Hume- 


Bennett Lumber Company purchased 
a tract containing 800,000,000 feet 
of standing timber, about 300,000,- 
000 feet of which is big trees. 
To 


float this timber to the mill a flume 
more than -fifty miles long was con- 
structed. But evsn this company did 
not have the hardihood to make the 
expenditure that would be necessary 
to cut and market the timber on the 
crest of the mountain range. 


Before the glacial period the se- 


quoia flourished in the temperate 
zones of Europe, Asia and America. 
The geologists say that when the 
ice receded just two species, the bi 
tree and the redwood, survived. Both 
grew in California, the redwood in a 
narrow strip of the coast ranges and 
the big tree in small groves along the 
west slope uf 
the 
Sierra Nevada 


Mountains. 


There are but ten main groups of 


big trees. 
They are among the 


scarcest cf known tree species and 
have the extreme scientific value of 
being the best living representatives 
of a~ former geologic age. The big 
tree has come down to us through the 
vicissitudes of many centuries solely 
because cf its superb qualifications, 
says T. W*. Brahany, in the Milwau- 
kee Sentinel. Its bark is often two 
feet thick and almost noncombustible. 
The eldest specimens felled are still 
sound at the heart, and fungus is an 
enemy unknown to it. 


Yet with all these means of main- 


tenance the big trees have not in- 
creased their range since the glacial 
period. 
They have only just man- 


aged to hold their own on the little 
strip of country where the climate Is 
locally favorable. 
John. Muir, the 


celebrated geologist, says he never 
saw s. big tree that had died a natura] 
death. 
Barring accidents, he says, 


they seem to be immortal, being ex- 
empt from all the diseases that afliict 
arid kill other trees. 
Unless de- 


stroyed by man they live oa Indefi- 
nitely until burned, smashed by 
lightning or cast down, by storms or 
by the giving away of the ground on. 
which they stand. 


The largest belt cf big trees is in 


the- Sierras in Tulare County, some 
forty miles northwest 
of Vlsalia. 


These trees are scattered over the 
slopes and on the valleys, but are 
larger in the depressions where the 
soil Is more moist. 
The trees are 


not collected together in groves but 
are scattered through the forests and 
associated with sugar pine, fir and 
other species usually occurring z.t 
this altitude. They are more abun- 
dant at from 6000 to 7000 feet ele- 
vation above sea level. 


In 18S5 some enterprising men Iii 


California hit upon a scheme where- 
by lumbering operations in the high 
Sierras could be conducted profitably. 
They organized a profit sharing soci- 
ety known as the Kaweah colony 
Jt 


had the germ of the socialistic spirit, 
for each member contributed his pro 
rata of money or labor to "the cause. 
A co-operative store was organized, 
a co-operative mill established, farm 
lands were apportioned and work was 
begun on the construction of -a. road 
to the mountain battlements where 
were growing the grand old trees 
that had stood since the days of 
Christ 


The Kaweah-colony had a member- 


ship of 352, nearly every State In the 
Union 
being represented. Several 


j members of the colony worked on the 
i road and fully two-third of a splendid 


wagon way up tae steep slopes had 
been completed when, without warn- 
ing, Congress exploded a bombshell 
that scattered the Industrious Ka- 
weahans to the four corners of the 
United States. Only a few hours be- 
fore Congress adjourned in March, 


. IS91, the Presideat signed a bill con- 
| taining not more than a dozen lines 


creating the Giant Forest National 
Park. 


Members of the colony had neg- 


lected to file on the land on which 
the big trees stood. The creation of 
a national park meant the withdrawal 
cf the land from entry. All the road 
building had bean In vain, for not 
.one o* the sequoias In this forest of 
the world's most magnificent trees 
could be cut. About $63,000 was ex- 
pended in road construction by the 
colony. The colony disbanded when 
the park was created and EO claim 
ever has been made, against the Gov- 
ernment for the money spent in road 
building. The road to the interior of 
the forest was completed by the Gov- 
ernment, and now it is a public high- 
way. 
About 1500 acres cf the for- 


est is in private ownership, bat the 


trees have not been cut. They could 
not be hauled to the valley, as heavy 
teaming on the Government road i« 
prohibited. 


It is estimated there are 60,000 


sequoias ia the forest, the big trees 


nnins about twenty to the acre. 


While nurseries have baea estab- 
lished, no marked 
success in the 


growing cf these trees has attended 
the efforts of the Government. The 
parable of the acorn and the oak is 
famaliar to those who have been ad- 
monished that great achievements 
come from small-beginnings. A more 
striking example is the big tree and 
its seed. A single cone contains from 
200 to 300 seeds, which are about 
one-fourth of an inch long by three- 
sixteenths wide. 
The seed of tM» 


giant of the forest is strikingly lik* 
the seed of the parsnip. 


Mr. Muir says that no other sierra 


conifer 
produces 
nearly so many, 


seeds. Millions are ripened annually 
by a single tree. '"In a fruitful year,"* 
says Mr. Muir,-"the product of one of 
the northern groves would be enough , 
to plant all the mountain ranges of 
the world. But few of the millions 
of seed which fall to the ground ger- 
minate, and of those that do perhaps 
not one in 10,000 Is suffered to live 
through the vicissitudes of storm, 
drought, fire and snow crushing that 
beset their youth." 


All the sequoias In the giant forest 


are monster trees, but the. greatest of 
them all is a tree known as the Gen- 
eral Sherman. 
It is 280 feet high, 


and twelve feet above the ground has 
a circumference of eighty-two and 
three-tenths feet. 
Its circumference 


at the ground is 103 feet. It is esti- 
mated this tree contains 300,000 feet 
of merchantable lumber. A timber 
cruiser who examined this tree as a 
curiosity said there was enough tim- 
ber in it to fence and cross fence 160 
acres of land, build a seven room 
house, barn and out buildings, and 
leave enough refuse to supply fire- 
wood for a year. 
From this tree 


alone, he said, there could be con- 
structed fifteen frame houses, each 
two stories high. ' 


The second largest tree is called 


the Abe Lincoln. 
This tree has a 


diameter of thirty-two feet at its 
base. At the south edge of the giant 
forest, _ near Moro rock, is a tree 
known as the Theodore Roosevelt. 
This tree is not as large as the other 
two, but is more symmetrical.—New 
York Sun.

"Icebergs, eh?" said Captain Sar- 
gent Spinney, in reply to a question 
from a knot of. school cadets huddled 
round the stove in the Cape Ann Sea- 
man's Bethel. "Oh. yes, a good many, 
all told. 
Mostly oif in the distance, 
though," 


Seating himself astride a chair, he 
•tared reflectively through the bank 
of crimson geranium blooms in the 
window out upon the shipping in the 
harbor. 


Although I continued to hold up 
before me a volume of Geodetic Sur- 
vey Records, in which I had been 
studying the singular changes in the 
coast-line, I lost all interest in its 
contents, and found my eyes wander- 
ing expectantly to the rugged skip- 
per. 


*'Cape Ann fishermen up In north- 
ern waters," said he, "don't go in for 
Bcenery much; 
it's mostly 
halibut. 
Once in a while a duck or a seal, and 
sometimes a game and a dicker with 
the Eskimos—but 
it's mostly hali- 
, but. 


"But spring before last we raii the 
Nancy Leo up to latitude 
fifty-live 
degrees and fifty-six minutes. 
That's 
about one hundred and sixty miles 
east by north of Cape Harrigan, and 
not far from the queer little settle- 
ments of the Moravians, 
'Twas as 
far up as we could get on account of 
drift ice. 


"The Nancy is only an eighty-ton- 
ner, and though she is Essex-built, 
and as clever and able for her tons 
as any craft fishing out of this port, 
she was never timbered to bunt arctic 
Ice in those fierce currents and windy 
fogs. 
It's nearly always foggy up 
there, and when it blows it blows, 


"The sea was full of field Ice, a 
good deal of It full-fledged 
bergs 
higher than the- burgee on our top- 
Btick. 
Set trawls? 
I guess not! 
We 
didn't even try the bottom or send 
down an anchor, 


"First a blow kept us busy, then a 
snow; 
wet, heavy snow, too, 
that 
stacked up all over the deck and sail, 
and weighted her doAvn so that we 
had to wear often and take it on the 
other quarter to keep her trim. 
And 
fog! 
'Twas foggy all the time. 


"So we 
headed 
her back 
south 
again, and ran until we-found a hun- 
dred and fifty fathoms of water, about 
one hundred and twenty miles east of 
Belle Isle. 
We had fished along hcrg^ 
many trips before, and felt quite tidy 
and homelike when we hove over the 
dories and got the gear all out and 
fishing, 


"The sun 
came 
out 
and shone 
bright in the blue, and for nearly a 
week we found good trawling. 
We 
had two-thirds of a trip In the hold, 
when one morning up shot big Judic 
Chisholm In the Therese Prindall, and 
wo hailed him. 
'Twas on that day, 
Friday, that a lot of poor judgment 
tries to hide behind. 


** 'We've got only about ten thou- 
sand fish and thirty of fletchers in her 
now!' he sung 
out as 
ho flew by, 
'Going to try for a better berth south 
a bit.' 


" 'Better berth south, eh,' thought 
r, as I watched them bear off to 
Bou'west, his dories all nested and 
made fast, both anchors taken 
on 
deck, and the craft setting so deep 
that if she had a fish In her she had a 
good sixty thousand pounds. 


" 'Touches me Judic have a likely 
catch in her already, cap'n/ blurced 
Page Rowe, who sat besido^me on the 
house, 


" 'Aye,' spoke he again, 'I say he's 
on the clean leap for home by the 
outside 
course 
this very minute, 
Takes a navigator to slip through the 
fitraits,' 


** 'Me, too,' joined in Buster Plum- 
mer. 
'The Cape Ann Halibut Com- 
pany's wharf is like to be that berth 
south a bit he have in mind, I fancy, 
Judic's a crafty bundle. 
Ho be that,' 


"While we sat there watching them 
up staysail and up topsail running 
off more to westward all the time, I 
calculated in my mind the difference 
In the price of the first spring trip 
Janded and the second, though 'twas 
only an hour's difference In hailing 
the market. 
No 
fisherman 
likes to 
be shown the way home to market. 


"We baited up again that day, and 
the next morning the dories began 
^to come in with good fish from that 
night's set, 
But before all hands got 
aboard the glass began to fall, and 
dropped-fteadily until, through that 
golden sunshine, all hands stared into 
trouble of one kind or another. 
So 
before noon we were headed for home 
by way of BelJe Isle Strait, with a 
fair trip tucked away.

"But everybody felt neat that after- 
noon when the Naucy tripped into tho 
Strait 
of 
Belle 
Isle, 
tho 
deck 
scrubbed, her skirts gathered up be- 
hind her, and stepping off ahead of 
a six-knot breeze. 


•*But ice—as soon as we got into 
the mouth of the strait, ice was every- 
where, as far as we could see. 
Not 
field Ice, but bergs, high toppers, too. 
And as we ran farther in, it looked 
as If all the bergs coming down from 
the pole had shot off into the strait 
for a farewell game among 
them- 
selves. 


" 'A likely lot, cap'n/ 
said Alec 
Peoples to me, 


" I stood watching them sail along 
before supper, and I realized 
that 
to put Into the strait at this time of 
the year was the most foolish thing I 
had ever done in all my life, 


"Outside was the Prlndall, though, 
wallowing for home, I felt sure, with 
a handy twenty-four hours' start. 
I 
gulped It down as it was; 'twas no 
fisherman 
that would put back then 
before his crew. 


"After supper I went on deck to 
sniff the weather 
before 
snugging 
away for the night in the cabin. 
A 
heavy mist had settled down, and it 
was beginning to rain, and I could 
smell a true northeaster in the air. 
I 
felt a little chary as I watched her 
shy and duck in and out amongst 
those mountains of Ice. 
The strait 
seemed full of them, and they loomed 
up in the deep dark so sudden and 
often, white and ghostlike, that 'twas 
scaresomo to stand there and watch 
them sail along In that tide. 


" I went below, and stretching out 
on the port locker before my bunk, 
with my boots and watch-coat on, 
watched the hands at their games and 
listened to their bandying. 


" I could hear tho lookout for'ard 
every once in a while sing out steer- 
ing orders to the man aft at 
the 
wheel, and feeling the Nancy running 
smooth, I dozed. In spite of my de- 
termination to keep awake. 


" 'Yes, sir, Toby,' I faintly heard 
Buster Plummer say/when we chucks 
that rat overboard a big gull swoops 
down and grabs him, and you may 
not believe me, sir, but what does 
that rat do but turn round and grabs 
that gull, and setting one wing up for 
a mainsail and tother for a jib, he 
beats into port ahead of the ship, and 
when we got up to our dock he was 
there waiting for us.' 


"But I must have slept in spite of 
myself, for seemingly right on top of 
Buster's yarn I heard thundered on 
deck: 


" 'Up with her! 
Let her come up 
quick, man, I say!' 
And though I 
could swear I had not been asleep, I 
landed all standing as I felt the craft 
careen to port before a short helm. 


" I shot a glance around the cabin, 
and was dumfounded to find the card- 
board deserted and the light turned 
down low, 
I looked at the clock be- 
fore me and read half past two, and 
as I make toward the companionway 
I noticed all tho aft hands sound 
asleep In their bunks, 


" I felt her strike easy as I stumbled 
on deck, and then shivering and quiv- 
ering she rose, as on a sea, but In that 
second I felt 'twas no sea she was 
riding. 
In fact, she didn't ride at all; 
up she M'ent and stayed there, 


" 'Long Jack at the wheel/ thought 
I, as I pushed by him. 
Surely Peter 
Hanscom and his dory-mate took the 
deck as I lay down. 
I must have 
slept. 


" I stumbled round the house, and 
clutching the starboard rail, seemed 
to be staring into a great whito wall 
that ran straight up higher than I 
could see. 
It was ice, 
I could almost 
reach out and touch It with my hand. 


" 'All hands now!' I heard the man 
at the wheel roar with all his might, 
and before I could collect my wits 
from the surprise, every man of that 
crew stood i^ound me, 


"Not a word broke the deep silence 
that hel4 t^er^. 
We could see the 


groon glare of our starboard running 
light reflected against the glistening 
wall, and could feel the cold air from 
the sides* 


" 'Cap'n, we're high and dry on .an 
iceberg!' came a trembling voice from 
for'ard, and for the first time I was 
able to fathom our true situation. 


" I had been up on the rocks, hove 
down on Georges, and with a coaster 
poked clean Into our windlass, but 
high and dry on an iceberg I never 
was before In all my life. 


"Wo needed no torches to see how 
we lay. 
Dark as it was all round 
us, every inch of that ice shone out 
as plain as day. 
Up on the starboard 
side like a great crystal cliff towered 
that mountain, awful to look at, its 
great top pinnacles leaning out Into 
the air, seemingly ready to drop down 
on us at any minute. 


"At its foot spread out a shelf, its 
breadth so great that we couldn't 
see or form any idea of Its size, run- 
ning from below the water at Its edge 
up a steep grade to the base of the 
berg, allowing us, under our head- 
way, to slide fair upon it, high and 
dry, for more than our length, and as 
truly flush with the face of that berg 
as could well be. And there we stood. 


"The wind screeched round us and 
the rain shot down in slanted sheets, 
but the swinging of tho 
berg 
had 
brought us fair In its lee. 
The little 
Nancy stood there, stark still 
and 
straight as an arrow, her sails limp 
and empty, as If sho was like, all 
hands, dumfounded. 


" I ran round to the port side, then 
for'ard, and as far oil as I could see 
in any direction lay a great white flat 
of Ice. 
I ran aft again, and looking 
off astern, could see that the only 
way off was the way we came on. 
And while I stood, there was a thun- 
derous report beside us, followed by 
a long, tremulous vibration, as though 
tho whole earth 
was 
In 
upheaval 
round us, and with a shrieking roar, 
ton upon ton of ice crashed down on 
our deck for'ard. 


"Timbers 
crunched and 
crackled 
beneath it, and the little schooner 
shook and .trembled until I felt as If 
my own life was being crushed out 
with her. 
The crew broke In con- 
fusion for the first time and made aft 
from where they stood amidships, but 
not a man spoke. 


" I 
felt 
the 
wind 
beginning 
to 
squeeze round behind us again, and 
the whole mountain of ice seemed to 
bo revolving as on a pivot by the 
force of the wind and tide. 


" ' 'Tis the way of these blasted 
bergs to turn turtle at times, cap'n!' 
some one said; and as he spoke, a 
blast of wind struck our mainsail, and 
over the Nancy went on her beams, 
sending us headlong down 
against 
the wheel cover in a bunch. 


"A deafening series of snapping 
reports traveled 
from beneath 
us. 
Everything solid round us 
seemed 
to shake and tremble for a second; 
then down she went, straight down 
through that honej^combed Ice, until 
it seemed as though we were going 
under altogether. 
The tons of the 
schooner's weight in capsizing had 
smashed through the ice that held 
her! 


"Ice and sea roHed over tho rail 
as we went down into it, and there we 
lay on our beam-ends, and spars and 
salt stretched flat out upon the. ice, 
I could not move. 
I hung on to the 
wheel, my eyes and teeth shut tight 
as a vise. 


"Then I felt her beginning to right 
as the broken cakes of the Ice parted 
round her, and rising slow but sure, 
and coming up to her bilge, with a 
lurch she stood up straight again, and 
I could feel that we lay In good brine 
once more. 


"Tho big main-boom swung 
out 
with a bang; the mainsail filled, and 
starting off before the wind, she bid 
up with a glancing blow against the 
edge of Ico In that little bay broken 
round her. 
Then turning a half-cir- 
cle along its edge, she shot up dead 
Into the wind, out Into clear water, 
and off to starboard of her own will, 
straight away from that monster. 


" ' 'Twas moro than our own hands 
did that!' I heard old Barnacle Gran- 
nett say, as those thirteen men, one 
after another, let go their holds and 
breathed deep again as sho gathered 
way, 


"We 
found 
our rudder 
hanging 
loose and wrenched from the steer- 
ing-gear. 
Tons of Ico lay piled for- 
ward on our deck, the flying jib-boom 
was gone altogether, the martingale 
was forced Into the stem, opening the 
seams In the peak; her bulwarks and 
stanchions were cleaved off flush with 
the deck on the starboard bow and aft 
to amidships, and the fore chalnrplate 
was bent and twisted like tin, 
1 
glanced at the clock again as I ran 
below for an ax. 
But twenty minutes 
had gone from the time we struck, 
yet in those twenty minutes I seemed 
to have lived longer than in all my 
twenty odd years at sea. 


"Daylight opened at last, and found 
us running wild, with the 
rudder 


rigged In a 'berther,* and water mak* 
ing fast through the peak into the 
hold, 
Tho compass had shaken out 
of the gimbal and was useless, but 
wo felt round In all directions for 
soundings until we caught the ringing 
of a bell-buoy up to windward, and 
WG know we had Point Rich lind a 
landing at hand, and wo made It, fast 
and hard, 


"But we got the market first for all 
of that. 
After all Nancy's frolic, and 
the scrape she led us Into, we were 
only steering clear of worse things 
on the outside course, 
We were the 
last men to see the Prlndall afloat. 
And except a few timbers and one 
man, we landed home with our trip, 
and as fit as when we started. 


"That man was Toby Snow, our 
colored cook. 
'Cap'n,' said he from 
the shore where we beached her that 
morning at Point Rich, deep to the 
scuppers with water In the hold and 
all hands 
tuckered 
out with the 
pumps, 'give my share to some needy 
family If you ever gets homo again. 
FIshIn' is likely all right 'nough, but 
I la dat sure I ain't cut out for no 
fisherman 
dat I prefer to go home 
along de shore.' 
And he did. 


"Many's the infidel has sailed out 
of Gloucester harbor and come back 
a God-fearing man.

on that trip—Dan Neal over there 
drinking coffee with the chaplain was

WHY THE REDWOODS SURVIVE 


Nature Throws About Them Her Own Protection—If ^ 


Man Could Have Marketed Them at a Cost Not Pro- 


hibitive These Relics of a Pre-Glacial Epoch Would 


Have Fallen Before the Lumberman's Axe. 
-> 


'How did It happen that any of the 
big trees of California escaped 
the 
axe of t'le lumberman?*' is a question 
frequently asked by those who are 
not familiar with the topography of 
California* 
The question answers it- 
self when one has made a trip to the 
giant forest In the Sierras, 


Nature seems 
to 
have 
protected 
many of these trees from slaughter 
by providing a homo for them In a 
mountain fortress. 
The big trees 
were discovered by the lumbermen 
when the land on which they grew 
could be had for a -song under the 
homestead act or 
the 
timber 
and 
Btone act, but 
the problem of trans- 
porting the timber to the mill In- 
volved so great an expenditure that 
the lumber companies hesitated 
to 
tackle the job. 
Some of the more 
audacious 
acquired 
ownership 
of 
those tracts nearest the market and 
expended large sums of money in the 
construction of 
flumes. 
It has been 
a paying Investment. 
The 
Hume- 
Bennett Lumber Company purchased 
a tract containing 800.000.000 
feet 
of standing timber, about 300,000,- 
000 feet of which is big trees. 
To 
float this timber to the mill a flume 
more than-fifty miles long was con- 
structed. 
But even this company did 
not have the hardihood to make the 
expenditure that would be necessary 
to cut and market the timber on the 
crest of the mountain range. 


Before the glacial period the se- 
quoia 
flourished 
In 
the 
temperate 
zones of Europe, Asia and America, 
The 
geologists 
say that 
when 
the 
Ice receded just two species, the big 
tree and the redwood, survived. Both 
grew in CalifornUa. the redwood in a 
narrow strip of tho coast ranges and 
the big tree in small groves along the 
west slope of 
the 
Sierra 
Nevada 
Mountains. 


There are but ten main groups of 
big trees. 
They 
are 
among 
the 
scarcest of known tree species and 
have the extreme scientific value of 
being the best living representatives 
of a former geologic age. 
The big 
tree has come down to us through the 
vicissitudes of many centuries solely 
because of its superb qualifications, 
says T. W. Brahany, In the Milwau- 
kee Sentinel. 
Its bark Is often two 
feet thick and almost noncombustible. 
The oldest specimens felled are still 
sound -at the heart, and fungus is an 
enemy unknown to it. 


Yet with all these means of main- 
tenance the big trees have not In- 
creased their range since the glacial 
period. 
They have only just man- 
aged to hold their own on the little 
strip of country where the climate is 
locally favorable. 
John Muir, 
the 
celebrated geologist, says he never 
saw a big tree that had died a natural 
death. 
Barring accidents, he says, 
they seem to be Immortal, being ex- 
empt from all the diseases that afliict 
and kill other trees. 
Unless de- 
stroyed by man they live on indefi- 
nitely 
until 
burned, 
smashed 
by 
lightning or cast down by storms or 
by the giving away of the ground on 
which they stand. 


The largest belt 6f big trees Is In 
the Sierras in Tulare County, some 
forty miles 
northwest 
of 
Visalia. 
These trees are scattered over the 
slopes and on the A^alleys, but are 
larger In the depressions where, the 
sell Is more moist. 
The trees are 
not collected together in groves but 
are scattered through the forests and 
associated with sugar pine, fir and 
other .species usually 
occurring 
at 
this altitude. 
They are more abun- 
dant at from 6000 to 7000 feet ele- 
vation above sea level. 


In 1885 some enterprising men la 
California hit upon a scheme where- 
by lumbering operations In the high 
Sierras could be conducted profitably 
They organized a profit sharing soci- 
ety known as the Kaweah colony 
It 
had the germ of the socialistic spirit, 
for each member contributed his pro 
rata of money or labor to'the cause. 
A co-operative store was organized, 
a co-operative mill established, farm 
lands were apportioned and work was 
begun on the construction of ^ road 
to the mountain battlements where 
were growing the grand 
old 
trees 
that 
had stood 
since the days 
of 
Christ 


The Kaweah'-colony had a member- 
ship of 352, nearly every State in the 
Union 
being 
represented. 
Several 
members of the colony worked on the 
road and fully two-third of a splendid 
wagon way up the steep slopes had 
been completed when, without warn- 
ing, Congress exploded a bombshel 
that scattered 
the industrious 
Ka- 
weahans to tJie four corners of the 
United States, 
Only a few hours be- 
fore Congress adjourned in March, 
1891, the President signed a bill con- 
taining not more than a dozen lines 
creating the Giant Forest 
National 
Park. 


Members of the colony had neg- 
lected to file on the land on which 
the big trees stood. 
The creation of 
a national park meant the withdrawal 
of the land from entry, 
All the road 
building had been in vain, for not 
one of the sequoias in this forest of 
the world's most magnificent 
trees 
could be cut. 
About 103,000 was ex- 
pended in road construction by the 
colony. 
The colony disbanded when 
the park was created and no claim 
ever has been made^ against the Gov- 
ernment for the money spent in road 
building. 
The road to the interior of 
the forest was completed by the Gov- 
ernment, and now it is a public high- 
way. 
About 1500 acres cf the for- 
est Is la private ownership, but the 


trees have not been cut. 
They could 
not be hauled to the valley, as heavy 
teaming on the Government road la 
prohibited. 


It is estimated there ar(i 60,000 
sequoias in the forest, the big trees 
-running about twenty to the acre. 
While nurseries 
have 
been «atab- 
lished, no 
marked 
success in the 
growing of these trees has attended 
the efforts of the Government. 
The 
parable of the acorn and the oak is 
famallar to those who have been ad- 
monished 
that 
great 
achievements 
come from small-beginnings. 
A more 
striking example is the big tree and 
its seed. 
A ¿ingle cone contains from 
200 to 300 seeds, which are about 
one-fourth of an Inch long by three- 
sixteenths wide. 
The seed of this 
giant of the forest is strikingly like 
the seed of the parsnip, 


Mr. Muir says that no other sierra 
conifer 
produces 
nearly so many, 
seeds. Millions, are ripened annually 
by a single tree. 
"In a fruitful year," 
says Mr. Muir,."the product of one of 
the northern groves would be enough ^ 
to plant all the mountain ranges of 
the world. 
But few of the millions 
of seed which fall to the ground ger- 
minate, and of those that do perhaps 
not one In 10,000 is suffered to live 
through 
the 
vicissitudes of storm, 
drought, fire and snow crushing that 
beset their youth." 


All the sequoias In the giant forest 
are monster trees, but the. greatest of 
them all Is a tree known as the Gen- 
eral Sherman. 
It'Is 280 feet high, 
and twelve feet above the ground has 
a circumference 
of eighty-two 
and 
three-tenths feet. 
Its circumference 
at the ground is 103 feet. 
It Is esti- 
mated this tree contains 300,000 feet 
of merchantable lumber. 
A timber 
cruiser who examined this tree as a 
curiosity said there was enough tim- 
ber In It to fence and cross fence IGO 
acres of land, build a seven 
room 
house, barn and out buildings, and 
leave enough refuse to supply 
fire- 
wood for a year. 
From this tree 
alone, he said, there could be con- 
structed 
fifteen 
frame houses, each 
two stories high. ' 


The second largest tree Is called 
the Abe Lincoln. 
This tree has a 
diameter 
of thirty-two 
feet 
at 
Its 
base. 
At the south edge of the giant 
forest, near Moro rock, is a 
tree 
known as the Theodore 
RooseVelt, 
This tree Is not as large as the jther 
two, but is more symmetrical.—New 
York Sun.

••Icebergs, eh?” said Captain Sar­ 
gent Spinney, in reply to a question 
from a knot ol school cadets huddled 
round the stove in the Cape Ann Sea­ 
man’s Bethel. “Oh, yes, a good many, 
all told. 
Mostly off in the distance, 
though.” 


Seating himself astride a chair, he 
itared reflectively through the bank 
of crimson geranium blooms in the 
window out upon the shipping in the 
harbor. 


Although I continued to hold up 
before me a volume of Geodetic Sur­ 
vey Records, in which I had been 
studying the singular changes in the 
coast-line, I lost all interest in its 
contents, and found my eyes wander­ 
ing expectantly to the rugged skip­ 
per. 


41 Cape Ann fishermen up in north­ 
ern waters,” said he, “don’t go in for 
scenery much; it’s mostly halibut. 
Once in a while a duck or a seal, and 
sometimes a game and a dicker with 
the Eskimos—but it’s mostly hali- 
#but. 


“But spring before last we raa the 
Nancy Lee up to latitude fifty-five 
degrees and fifty-six minutes. 
That’s 
about one hundred and sixty miles 
east by north of Cape Harrigan, and 
not far from the queer little settle­ 
ments of the Moravians. 
’Twas as 
far up as we could get on account of 
drift ice. 


“The Nancy is only an eighty-ton- 
ner, and t-hough she is Essex-built, 
and as clever and able for her tons 
as any craft fishing out of this port, 
she was never timbered to bunt arctic 
Ice in those fierce currents and windy 
fogs. 
It’s nearly always foggy up 
there, and when it blow3 it blows. 


“The sea was full of field ice, a 
good deal of it full-fledged bergs 
higher than the. burgee on our top- 
stick. Set trawls? I guess not! 
We 
didn’t even try the bottom or send 
down an anchor. 


“First a blow kept us busy, then a 
snow; wet, heavy snow, too, that 
stacked up all over the deck and sail, 
and weighted her down so that we 
had to wear often and take it on the 
other quarter to keep her trim. 
And 
fog! 
'Twas foggy all the time. 


“So we headed her back south 
again, and ran until we-found a hun­ 
dred and fifty fathoms of water, about 
one hundred and twenty miles east of 
Belle Isle. We had fished along herg 
many trips before, and felt quite tidy 
and homelike when we hove over the 
dories and got the gear all out and 
fishing. 


“The sun 
came 
out and shone 
bright in the blue, and for nearly a 
week we found good trawling. 
We 
had two-thirds of a trip in the hold, 
when one morning up shot big Judic 
Chisholm In the Therese Prindall, and 
wo hailed him. 
’Twas on that day, 
Friday, that a lot of poor judgment 
tries to hide behind. 


“ 'We’ve got only about ten thou­ 
sand fish and thirty of fletchers in her 
now!’ he sung out as ho flew by. 
'Going to try for a better berth south 
a bit.’ 


“ ‘Better berth south, eh/ thought 
i, as I watched them bear off to 
Bou’west, his dories all nested and 
made fast, both anchors taken on 
deck, and the craft setting so deep 
that if she had a fish in her she had a 
good sixty thousand pounds. 


“ 'Touches me Judic have a likely 
catch in her already, cap’n,’ blurced 
Page Rowe, who sat beside^me on the 
house. 


“ ‘Aye,’ spoke he again, 'I say he’s 
on the clean leap for home by the 
outside 
course 
this very minute. 
Takes à navigator to slip through the 
straits.’ 


M ‘Me, too,’ joined In Buster Plum­ 
mer. 
‘The Cape Ann Halibut Com­ 
pany’s wharf is like to be that berth 
south a bit he have in mind, I fancy. 
Judic’s a crafty bundle. 
Ho be that.’ 


“While we sat there watching them 
up staysail and up topsail running 
off more to westward all the time, I 
calculated in my mind the difference 
in the price of the first spring trip 
landed and the second, though 'twas 
only an hour’s difference in hailing 
the market. 
No fisherman likes to 
be shown the way home to market. 


“We baited up again that day, and 
the next morning the dories began 
-to come in with good fish from that 
night’s set. 
But before all hands got 
aboard the glass began to fall, and 
dropped* steadily until, through that 
golden sunshine, all hands stared into 
trouble of one kind or another. 
So 
before noon we were headed for home 
by way of Belle Isle Strait, with a 
fair trip tucked away. 


“ T m glad for one/ said Toby 
Snow. Toby’s a black man. Negroes 
are scarcer than Irishmen aboard a 
•éherman, but Toby’s one. 
Good ne­ 
gro, but poor fisherman. 


0 'Alabama's de place/ said he, 
tvery m«alHiuie, and talked about 
balmy days and chicken and hoe- 
cakes till 
tbe er*w began to get 
dainty and actually ahivered quite 
ladylike with tfc* cold, though all of 


them were Newfoundlanders and true 
‘dogs’ the length of their six feet. 


“But everybody felt neat that after­ 
noon when the Nancy tripped into the 
Strait 
of 
Belle 
Isle, 
the 
deck 
scrubbed, her skirts gathered up be­ 
hind her, and stepping off ahead of 
a six-knot breeze. 


“But Ice—as soon as we got into 
the mouth of the strait, ice was every­ 
where, as far as we could see. 
Not 
field Ice, but bergs, high toppers, too. 
And as we ran farther in, it looked 
as if all the bergs coming down from 
the pole had shot off Into the strait 
for a farewell game among them­ 
selves. 


“ 'A likely lot, cap’n / said Alec 
Peoples to me. 


“I stood watching them sail along 
before supper, and I realized that 
to put Into the strait at this time of 
the year was the most foolish thing I 
had ever done in all my life. 


“Outside was the Prindall, though, 
wallowing for home, I felt sure, with 
a handy twenty-four hours’ start. 
I 
gulped it down as it was; ’twas no 
fisherman that would put back then 
before his crew. 


“After supper I went on deck to 
sniff the weather before snugging 
away for the night in the cabin. 
A 
heavy mist had settled down, and it 
was beginning to rain, and I could 
smell a true northeaster in the air. 
I 
felt a little chary as I watched her 
shy and duck in and out amongst 
those mountains of ice. 
The strait 
seemed full of them, and they loomed 
up in the deep dark so sudden and 
often, white and ghostlike, that ’twas 
scaresome to stand there and watch 
them sail along in that tide. 


“I went below, and stretching out 
on the port locker before my bunk, 
with my boots and watch-coat on, 
watched the hands at their games and 
listened to their bandying. 


“I could hear the lookout for’ard 
every once In a while sing out steer­ 
ing orders to the man aft at the 
wheel, and feeling the Nancy running 
smooth, I dozed, in spite of my de­ 
termination to keep awake. 


“ ‘Yes, sir, Toby/ I faintly heard 
Buster Plummer say,'when we chucks 
that rat overboard a big gull swoops 
down and grabs him, and you may 
not believe me, sir, but what does 
that rat do but turn round and grabs 
that gull, and setting one wing up for 
a mainsail and tother for a jib, he 
beats into port ahead of the ship, and 
when we got up to our dock he was 
there waiting for us.’ 


“But I must have slept in spite of 
myself, for seemingly right on top of 
Buster’g yarn I heard thundered on 
deck: 


“ 'Up with her! 
Let her come up 
quick, man, I say!' 
And though I 
could swear I had not been asleep, I 
landed all standing as I felt the craft 
careen to port before a short helm. 


“I shot a glance around the cabin, 
and was dumfounded to find the card­ 
board deserted and the light turned 
down low. 
I looked at the clock be­ 
fore me and read half past two, and 
as I make toward the companionway 
I noticed all the aft hands sound 
asleep in their bunks. 


“I felt her strike easy as I stumbled 
on deck, and then shivering and quiv­ 
ering she rose, as on a sea, but in that 
second I felt ’twas no sea she was 
riding. In fact, she didn’t ride at all; 
up she went and stayed there. 


“ 'Long Jack at the wheel/ thought 
I, as I pushed by him. 
Surely Peter 
Iianscom and his dory-mate took the 
deck as I lay down. 
I must have 
slept. 


“I stumbled round the house, and 
clutching the starboard rail, seemed 
to be staring into a great white wall 
that ran straight up higher than I 
could see. It was ice. I could almost 
reach out and touch it with my hand. 


“ 'All hands now!' I heard the man 
at the wheel roar with all his might, 
and before I could collect my wits 
from the surprise, every man of that 
crew stood round me. 


“Not a word broke the deep silence 
that held tljere. 
We could see the 


groon glare of our starboard running 
light reflected against the glistening 
wall, and could feel the cold air from 
the sides. 


“ 'Cap’n, we’re high and dry on.an 
iceberg!’ came a trembling voice from 
for’ard, and for the first time I was 
able to fathom our true situation. 


“I had been up on the rocks, hove 
down on Georges, and with a coaster 
poked clean into our windlass, but 
high and dry on an iceberg I never 
was before In all my life. 


“Wo needed no torches to see how 
we lay. 
Dark as it was all round 
us, every inch of that ice shone out 
as plain as day. Up on the starboard 
side like a great crystal cliff towered 
that mountain, awful to look at, its 
great top pinnacles leaning out into 
the air, seemingly ready to drop down 
on us at any minute. 


“At its foot spread out a shelf, Its 
breadth so great that we couldn’t 
see or form any idea of its size, run­ 
ning from below the water at its edge 
up a steep grade to the base of the 
berg, allowing us, under our head­ 
way, to slide fair upon it, high and 
dry, for more than our length, and as 
truly flush with the face of that berg 
as could well be. And there we stood. 


“The wind screeched round us and 
the rain shot down in slanted sheets, 
but the swinging of tho berg had 
brought us fair in its lee. 
The little 
Nancy stood there, stark still and 
straight as an arrow, her sails limp 
and empty, as if she was like, all 
hands, dumfounded. 


“I ran round to the port side, then 
for’ard, and as far off as I could see 
in any direction lay a great white flat 
of ice. 
I ran aft again, and looking 
off astern, could see that the only 
way off was the way we came on. 
And w'hile I stood, there was a thun­ 
derous report beside us, followed by 
a long, tremulous vibration, as though 
the whole earth was In upheaval 
round us, and with a shrieking roar, 
ton upon ton of ice crashed down on 
our deck for’ard. 


“Timbers crunched and crackled 
beneath it, and the little schooner 
shook and »trembled until I felt as if 
my own life was being crushed out 
with her. 
The crew broke in con­ 
fusion for the first time and made aft 
from where they stood amidships, but 
not a man spoke. 


“I felt the wind beginning to 
squeeze round behind us again, and 
the whole mountain of ice seemed to 
bo revolving as on a pivot by the 
force of the wind and tide. 


“ ' ’Tis the way of these blasted 
bergs to turn turtle at times, cap’n !’ 
some one said; and as he spoke, a 
blast of wind struck our mainsail, and 
over the Nancy went on her beams, 
sending us headlong down against 
the wheel cover in a bunch. 


“A deafening series of snapping 
reports traveled from beneath us. 
Everything solid round us seemed 
to shake and tremble for a second; 
then down she went, straight down 
through that honeycombed ice, until 
it seemed as though we were going 
under altogether. 
The tons of the 
schooner’s weight in capsizing had 
smashed through the ice that held 
her! 


“Ice and sea rolled over the rail 
as we went down into it, and there we 
lay on our beam-ends, and spars and 
sait stretched flat out upon the. ice. 
I could not move. 
I hung on to the 
wheel, my eyes and teeth shut tight 
as a vise. 


“Then I felt her beginning to right 
as the broken cakes of the Ice parted 
round her, and rising slow but sure, 
and coming up to her bilge, with a 
lurch she stood up straight again, and 
I could feel that we lay in good brine 
once more. 


“Tho big main-boom swung out 
wLth a bang; the mainsail filled, and 
starting off before the wind, she bid 
up with a glancing blow against the 
edge of ice in that little bay broken 
round her. 
Then turning a half-cir­ 
cle along its edge, she shot up dead 
into the wind, out into clear water, 
and off to starboard of her own will, 
straight away from that monster. 


“ 4 ’Twas more than our own hands 
did that!’ I heard old Barnacle Gran- 
nett say, as those thirteen men, one 
after another, let go their holds and 
breathed deep again as she gathered 
way. 


“We found our rudder hanging 
loose and wrenched from the steer­ 
ing-gear. 
Tons of ice lay piled for­ 
ward on our deck, the flying jib-boom 
was gone altogether, the martingale 
was forced into the stem, opening the 
seams in the peak; her bulwarks and 
stanchions were cleaved off flush with 
the deck on the starboard bow and aft 
to amidships, and the fore chainrplate 
was bent and twisted like tin, 
I 
glanced at the clock again as I ran 
below for an ax. But twenty minutes 
had gone from the time we struck, 
yet in those twenty minutes I seemed 
to have lived longer than in all my 
twenty odd years at sea. 


“Daylight opened at last, and found 
us running wild, with the rudder 


rfgged in a ‘berther/ and water mak­ 
ing fast through the peak into the 
hold. 
Tho compass had shaken out 
of the gimbal and was useless, but 
we felt round In all directions for 
soundings until we caught the ringing 
of a bell-buoy up to windward, and 
we know we had Point Rich *and a 
landing at hand, and wo made it, fast 
and hard. 


“But we got the market first for all 
of that. After all Nancy’s frolic, and 
the scrape she led us into, we were 
only steering clear of worse things 
on the outsido course. 
We were the 
last men to see the Prindall afloat. 
And except a few timbers and one 
man, we landed home with our trip, 
and as fit as when we started. 


“That man was Toby Snow, our 
colored cook. 
‘Cap’n / said he from 
the shore where we beached her that 
morning at Point Rich, deep to the 
scuppers with water in the hold and 
all hands 
tuckered 
out with the 
pumps, 'give my share to some needy 
family if you ever gets home again. 
Fishin' is likely all right ’nough, but 
I is dat sure I ain’t cut out for no 
fisherman dat I prefer to go home 
along de shore/ And he did. 


“Many’s the infidel has sailed out 
of Gloucester harbor and come back 
a God-fearing man. 
There were two 
on that trip—Dan Neal over there 
drinking coffee with the chaplain was 
one of them.”— Youth's Companion. 


A curious insect has arrived from 
Brazil at the South Kensington Mu­ 
seum in London. 
It is a beetle. 
At 
its head gleams a red ruby lamp, and 
eleven green lights glow forth from 
each side of the little creature. These 
peculiarities have earned it the name 
of the "railway beetle/' 


Dr. J. W. Moore, of Waynesboro, 
Pa., began experimenting last year 
with a new method of his own devis­ 
ing of keeping apples for a year. He 
put away some York Imperials after 
this new system, and is now exhibit­ 
ing them to his friends. 
They are 
firm and solid and have an unim­ 
paired taste.

It has been calculated that the 
amount of light received from the 
sun is about 600,000 times that of 
the moon. 
Tho intrinsic brightness 
of the sun’s disc is about 90,000 
times that of a candle flame, 15 0 
times that of the limelight and more 
than four times brighter than the 
brightest spot in the crater of an elec­ 
tric arc light. 
The darkest spot on 
the sun is much brighter than the 
limelight. 


From calculations made by Profes- 
sor H. C. Wilson, which are quoted in 
Nature, there seems reason to sup­ 
pose that the conditions under which 
Hailey's comet will return to us in 
1910 will be much the same as those 
under which it appeared in 1066. 
It 
was then one of the grandest objects 
which ever appeared in the heavens, 
and made a tremendous impression 
upon the mediaeval world. 


In the summer, wlien so 
many 
thousands 
drink 
from 
tempting 
springs in the woods and on hillsides, 
I a warning recently given by Mons. E. 
A. Martel, the celebrated French ex­ 
plorer of caverns, should not go un­ 
noticed. 
Contrary to a v/idely preva­ 
lent opinion, Mons. Martel says that 
springs of apparently pure water are, 
In many cases, merely tho outflow of 
surface 
waters 
which have disap­ 
peared 
through 
fissures, 
carrying 
with them pollution from the soil, 
and not purified in their passage 
through the rocks. 
He thinks that 
even chalk is not an effectual filter 
for surface water passing through it. 
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An English paper is said to have given what are called 
“the ten mistakes of life,” as follows: 


1. To set up our own standard of what is right and 
wrong and judge people accordingly. 


2. To measure the enjoyment of others by our own, 
3. To expect uniformity of opinion in this world. 
4. To look for judgment and experience in youth. 
5. To endeavor to mold all dispositions alike, 
6. To look for perfection in our own actions. 
7. To worry ourselves and others with what cannot be 
remedied, 


8. To refuse to yield in immaterial matters.

WHY THE REDWOODS SURVIVE 


Nature Throws About Them Her Own Protection—If 


* 


Man Could Have Marketed Them at a Cost Not Pro- 
hibitive These Relics of a Pre-Glacial Epoch Would 
Have Fallen Before the Lumberman’s Axe. 


'How did it happen that any of the 
big trees of California escaped the 
axe of t ’le lumberman?” is a question 
frequently asked by those who are 
not familiar with the topography of 
California* 
The question answers it­ 
self when one has made a trip to the 
giant forest in the Sierras. 


Nature seems to have protected 
many of these trees from slaughter 
by providing a home for them in a 
mountain fortress. 
The big trees 
were discovered by the lumbermen 
when the land on which they grew 
could be had for a song under the 
homestead act or the timber and 
stone act, but the problem of trans­ 
porting the timber to the mill In­ 
volved so great an expenditure that 
the lumber companies hesitated to 
tackle the job. 
Some of the more 
audacious 
acquired 
ownership 
of 
those tracts nearest the market and 
expended large sums of money in the 
construction of flumes. 
It has been 
a paying investment. 
The 
Hume- 
Bennett Lumber Company purchased 
a tract containing 800,000,000 feet 
of standing timber, about 300,000,- 
000 feet of which is big trees. 
To 
float this timber to the mill a flume 
more than -fifty miles long was con­ 
structed. 
But even this company did 
not have the hardihood to make the 
expenditure that would be necessary 
to cut and market the timber on the 
crest of the mountain range. 


Before the glacial period the se­ 
quoia flourished in the 
temperate 
zones of Europe, Asia and America. 
The geologists say that when the 
ice receded just two species, the big 
tree and the redwood, survived. Both 
grew in California, the redwood in a 
narrow strip of tho coast ranges and 
the big tree in small groves along the 
west slope of 
the 
Sierra 
Nevada 
Mountains. 


There are but ten main groups of 
big trees. 
They 
are 
among the 
scarcest of known tree species and 
have the extreme scientific value of 
being the best living representatives 
of a former geologic age. 
The big 
tree has come down to us through the 
vicissitudes of many centuries solely 
because of Its superb qualifications, 
says T. W. Braliany, in the Milwau­ 
kee Sentiuel. 
Its bark is often two 
feet thick and almost noncombustible. 
The oldest specimens felled are still 
sound at the heart, and fungus is an 
enemy unknown to it. 


Yet with all these means of main­ 
tenance the big trees have not in­ 
creased their range since the glacial 
period. 
They have only just man­ 
aged to hold their own on the little 
strip of country where the climate is 
locally favorable. 
John Muir, 
the 
celebrated geologist, says he never 
saw a big tree that had died a natural 
death. 
Barring accidents, he says, 
they seem to be immortal, being ex­ 
empt from all the diseases that afflict 
and kill other trees. 
Unless de­ 
stroyed by man they live on indefi­ 
nitely 
until 
burned, 
smashed 
by 
lightning or cast down by storms or 
by the giving away of the ground on 
which they stand. 


The largest belt 6f big trees Is In 
the Sierras in Tulare County, some 
forty miles northwest 
of 
Visalia. 
These trees are scattered over the 
slopes and on the valleys, but are 
larger in the depressions where, the 
soil is more moist. 
The trees are 
not collected together in groves but 
are scattered through the forests and 
associated with sugar pine, fir and 
other .species usually occurring at 
this altitude. 
They are more abun­ 
dant at from 6000 to 7000 feet ele­ 
vation above sea level. 


In 1885 some enterprising men la 
California hit upon a scheme where­ 
by lumbering operations in the high 
Sierras could be conducted profitably 
They organized a profit sharing soci­ 
ety known as the Kaweah colony 
Jt 
had the germ of the socialistic spirit, 
for each member contributed his pro 
rata of money or labor to ‘the cause. 
A co-operative store was organized, 
a co-operative mill established, farm 
lands were apportioned and work was 
begun on the construction of ix road 
to the mountain battlements where 
were growing the grand old trees 
that had stood since the days of 
Christ 


The Kaweah^colony had a member­ 
ship of 3 52, nearly every State in the 
Union 
being 
represented. 
Several 
members of the colony worked on the 
road and fully .two-third of a splendid 
wagon way up the steep slopes had 
been completed when, without warn­ 
ing, Congress exploded a bombshell 
that scattered the industrious Ka- 
weahans to the four corners of the 
United States. 
Only a few hours be­ 
fore Congress adjourned in March, 
1891, the President signed a bill con­ 
taining not more than a dozen lines 
creating the Giant Forest National 
Park. 


Members of the colony had neg­ 
lected to file on the land on which 
the big trees stood. 
The creation of 
a national park meant the withdrawal 
of the land from entry, 
All the road 
building had been in vain, for not 
one of the sequoias in this forest of 
the world’s most magnificent trees 
could be cut. About 163,000 was ex­ 
pended in road construction by the 
colony. 
The colony disbanded when 
the park was created and no claim 
ever has been made, against the Gov­ 
ernment for the money spent in road 
.building. The road to the interior of 
the forest was completed by the Gov­ 
ernment, and now it is a public high­ 
way. 
About 1500 acres cf the for­ 
est is in private ownership, but the 


trees have not been cut. 
They could 
not be hauled to the valley, as heavy 
teaming on the Government road is 
prohibited. 


It is estimated there ar<f 60,000 
sequoias in the forest, the big trees 
running about twenty to the acre* 
While nurseries 
have 
been estab­ 
lished, no 
marked 
success in the 
growing of these trees has attended 
the efforts of the Government. 
The 
parable of the acorn and the oak is 
famaliar to those who have been ad­ 
monished that 
great achievements 
come from smatt-beginnings. A more 
striking example is the big tree and 
its seed. A ¿Ingle cone contains from 
200 to 300 seeds, which are about 
one-fourth of an inch long by three- 
sixteenths wide. 
The seed of this 
giant of the forest is strikingly like 
the seed of the parsnip. 


Mr. Muir says that no other sierra 
conifer 
produces 
nearly so many, 
seeds. Millions, are ripened annually 
by a single tree. “In a fruitful year,” 
says Mr. Muir,.“the product of one of 
the northern groves would be enough ^ 
to plant all the mountain ranges of 
the world. 
But few of the millions 
of seed which fall to the ground ger­ 
minate, and of those that do perhaps 
not one in 10,000 is suffered to live 
through 
the 
vicissitudes of storm, 
drought, fire and snow crushing that 
beset their youth.” 


All the sequoias in the giant forest 
are monster trees, but the. greatest of 
them all is a tree known as the Gen- 
• 


eral Sherman. 
It is 280 feet high, 
and twelve feet above the ground has 
a circumference of eighty-two and 
three-tenths feet. 
Its circumference 
at the ground is 103 feet. 
It is esti­ 
mated this tree contains 300,000 feet 
of merchantable lumber. 
A timber 
cruiser who examined this tree as a 
curiosity said there was enough tim­ 
ber in it to fence and cross fence 1G0 
acres of land, build a seven room 
house, barn and out buildings, and 
leave enough refuse to supply fire­ 
wood for a year. 
Prom this tree 
alone, he said, there could be con­ 
structed fifteen frame houses, each 
two stories high. ' 


The second largest tree Is called 
the Abe Lincoln. 
This tree lias a 
diameter of thirty-two feet at its 
base. At the south edge of the giant 
forest, near Moro rock, is a tree 
known as the Theodore RooseVelt, 
This tree Is not as large as the other 
two, but is more symmetrical.—New 
York Sun.

North of this is a heavy 


leaf stemmed for ihe British trade. 
North and east of this is the region 
in -which a dark air-cured leaf 
is 


growa for domestic uses. 
East of 
this, embracing all Blue Grass and 
extending to Maysville, is the Barley 
district, in which is grown the famous 
red and white Burley tobaccos. Bur- 
ley tobacco is a light, fine-Sbered leaf, 
•which has to a large degree the prop- 
erty of absorbing licorice and other 
adulterants. 
It is, therefore, used 


for making sweet chewing tobaccos, 
plug, twist and fine-cut. Because of 
Its peculiar fitness for this the tobac- 
co companies have for 40 or 50 years 
made use of It In this way, and the 
popular brands, which are assets of 
no mean value, are based ."upon the 
public taste for this manipulated Bur- 
ley. — 3. L. Matthews, in Atlantic.

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Gigantic Lemons. 


It is not regarded as a joke to be 


'"handed a lemon" in some parts of 
Mesico, where this fruit grows to 
enormous 
size. 
To carry one of 
these monster 
lemons is no small 
task. 
These lemons 
do not bear 


shipment as well as 
those of the 
smaller variety, but they are in much 
demand in the localities where they 
are grown. 
They are full of juice, 


and one of the larger size has been 
known to afford enough acid for a 
whole barrel of lemonade. 
These 


gigantic lemons are 
found growing 


wild in a remote part of Mexico sev- 
eral years ago. Specimens of the 
tree were obtained and introduced in- 
to other localities until the fruit is 
now becoming common. Experiments 
are now being 'made with the view of 
increasing the thickness of the rind 
and firmness of the fruit, with the 
view of giving the lemon ntore stable 
qualities for shipping purposes. — In- 
dianapolis News. 


F. W. Baldwin, who has Oeea ex- 


perimenting at Harnmondsport with 
motor Cying machines, suggests a 
new sport for people.

Mr. Baldwin glided for about three 


months before constructing his fiy- 
ing machine and the Wrights glided 
for three years.

HEMMING A PLEATED SKIET. 


The home dressajaker is always 


discouraged when it comes to hem- 
ming a pleated skirt. The pleats, for 
some unknown reason, take it into 
their heads to hang at 
different 


lengths, so that the foot line whea 
finished is bound to be uneven. The 
best way to secure an even edge is to 
baste tse pleats full length after the 
ssams have been stitcaed and the 
bands sewed and the hooks and eyes 
put on. Then turn up the liem as in 
a plain gored skirt and press. After 
removing the bastings, turn the hem 
in the single material according to 
the crease first made. 


A skirt turned up in this way may 


easily have the braid sewn on befora 
the hem is stitched. This does away 
with £l! hard work and extra pinning. 
—Washington Star. 


NOVEL FRUIT DISH.

A novel frail dish that no: only 


keeps its contents perfectly cold but 
serves as a very attractive and decor- 
ative centrepiece is ss^n in some of 
the Fifth avenue shops.

yet it never comes in direct contact 
with the ice itself.—Xew York Her- 
ald. 


METHOD? TX FRTIXG- 


Tliere is nothing harder to teach 


than new methods of housework. 
It 


usually takes a generatioa to intro- 
duce a decided change. Oar mothers 
served their fried food soaked in 
grease, and it is quite likely that the 
same fashion of frying will prevail to 
some extent for some time to come. 
It is curious to see how our leading" 
cook hooks denounce such frying on 
one page, and yet by mere force of 
habit countenance it on another. 


Every good housekeeper knows 


theoretically that there are oniy two 
ways of frying. . One is in some deli- 
cate fat like butter, using only enough 
to prevent the article fried from 
sticking. The frying pan is moved 
rapidly during this process, hence it 
is called by the French saute, from 
the verb sauter, to jump. 
During 


this process the butter used is ab- 
sorbed, but it is used in so small a 
Quantity that it is only enough to 
dress the fried articles properly, and 
not enough to make them greasy. 
Oysters are nice cooked in this way. 


The second method of frj'ing is in. 


deep fat, in the way doughnuts are 
cocked. 
The greater part of French 


frying is done by this method. There 
must be depth of fat enough to cover 
the article put in it, and the fat must 
be hot enough to form a thin crust 
over the fritter the instant of its im- 
mersion. Croquettes, breaded meats 
and potatoes are all cooked by the 
last method.—Presbyterian Banner.

The force of the impact was 
terrific, and both the engines were 
overthrown, the leading one plunging 
over the embankment and the second 
capsizing and falling across the line.

The elephant was killed and its body 
hurled sixty feet from the track. This 
is the second accident of the kind that 
has occurred this year in Siam, an 
elephant having been killed near Lap- 
buri, with, however, only slight dam- 
age to the train.—The Graphic. 
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HEMMIKG A PLEATED 
SKIRT. 


Tho homo dressmaker Is always 
discouraged when it comes to hem- 
ming a pleated skirt. 
The pleats, for 
some unknown reason, tako it Into 
their 
heads 
to 
hang 
at 
different 
lengths, so that the foot lino when 
finished is bound to be uneven. 
The 
best way to sccuro an even edge Is to 
baste the pleats full length after tho 
seams have been stitched and tho 
bands sewed and the hooks and eyes 
put on. 
Then turn up the hem as in 
a plain gored skirt a^d press. 
After 
removing the bastings, turn the hem 
in the single material according to 
the crease first made. 


A skirt turned up In this way may 
easily have the braid sewn on before 
the hem is stitchcd. 
This does away 
with all hard work and extra pinning. 
—Washington Star. 


NOVEL FRUIT DISH. 
_ 


A novel fruit dish that not only 
keeps its contents perfectly cold but 
serves as a very attractive and decor- 
ative centrepiece is seen in some of 
the Fifth avenue shops. 
It has met 
with great success during the sum- 
mer months when fruit had to be well 
chilled to make it at all appetizing. 
There are two dishes, in fact, one fit- 
ting inside the other. 
The outer ono 
is either porcelain or glass, and has a 
heavy 
silver 
rim. 
The inner one 
matches it and is smaller by at least 
two inches in circumference, so that 
when this one is placed inside the 
other there is a space large enough 
all around to hold plenty of cracked 
Ice. 
When this is filled with Ice the 
fruit Is kept at the right temperature, 
yet it never comes In direct contact 
with the ice Itself.—New York Her- 
ald. 


METHODS IN FRYING. 
There Is nothing harder to teach 
than new methods of housework. 
It 
usually takes a generation to intro- 
duce a decided change. 
Our mothers 
served their 
fried food soaked 
in 
grease, and it Is quite likely that tho 
same fashion of frying will prevail to 
some extent for some time to come. 
It Is curious to see how our leading 
cook books denounce such frying on 
one page, and yet by mere force of 
habit countenance it on another. 


Every 
good 
housekeeper 
knowa 
theoretically that there are only two 
waj^s of frying. . One is in some deli- 
•cate fat like butter,uslngonly enough 
to 
prevent 
the 
article fried from 
sticking. 
The frying pan is moved 
rapidly during this process, hence it 
Is called by the French saute, from 
the verb sauter, to jump. 
During 
this process the butter used is ab- 
sorbed, but It is used in so small a 
quantity that it Is only enough to 
dress the fried articles properly, and 
not enough to make them 
greasy. 
Oysters are nice cooked in this way. 


The second method of frying is in 
deep fat, in the way doughnuts are 
cooked. 
The greater part of French 
frying is done by this method. 
There 
must be depth of fat enough to cover 
the article put in it, and the fat must 
be hot enough to form a thin crust 
over the fritter the instant of its im- 
mersion. 
Croquettes, breaded meats 
and potatoes are all cooked by the 
last method.—Presbyterian Banner.

whites, milk, flour and baking pow- 
der sifted together' and then the fla- 
voring. 
Bake in a square cake pan 
and frost. 


Fried Shrimps—Have the shrimps 
balled a little and prepare this mix- 
ture; 
Two tablespoonfuls of melted 
butter, a teaspoonful of curry pow- 
der, salt and pepper to taste, and stir 
the shrimps about in It. 
Then let 
them stand In the mixture for half an 
hour or more. 
Take out, dip in fine 
bread crumbs, drop into boiling fat, 
and serve very hot. 
Tartar sauce, It 
Is suggested, should be served with 
them. 


Velvet Molasses Candj'—One and 
one-half pounds sugar, one-half pint 
molasses, one-fourth cup cider vine- 
gar, one teaspoonful lemon extract. 
Place all but the 
flavoring 
in an 
agate lined kettle, and when boiling 
add a half teaspoonful cream of tar- 
tar. 
Continue boiling until it crisps 
In cold water. 
Stir ,vigorously and 
wben nearly done 
add 
a 
quarter 
pound choice butter, a fourth tea- 
spoonful of bi-carbonate of soda, as 
also the lemon. CooJ upon a buttered 
surface; pull - and chip with shears 
into small sections, 


English 
Chicken 
Pie—Cut 
into 
dice tv;o ounces of ham, four large 
fresh mushrooms, and four trufiies; 
add to this two ounces of butter, 
with an ounce of flour, a pint of 
white stock. 
Stir this over the fire 
constantly for two ,or three minutes, 
then let simmer for twenty minutes 
very slowly. 
Put in then two cups 
of cold cooked chicken cut into small 
cubes, half a dozen iiherkins cut in 
slices, and the salt and pepper that 
Bec-m necessary. 
Line a dish with 
paste and bake till it is yellow. Then 
ilJl >7ith the chicken mixture, cover 
with » paste and bake slowly for al* 
most an hour*

Kentucky Tobacco Districts. 


Tobacco Is grown in several dis­ 
tinct districts in Kentucky, and there, 
as elsewhere, each district has 
by 
reason of soil or climate 
a 
virtual 
monopoly of its own type. 
D*own in 
tho southwestern corner, In the so- 
called Black Patch, embracing sever­ 
al counties of Tennessee, a dark and 
heavy leaf is grown and ilre-cured for 
the foreign trade. 
This is bought 
by government, or s*o-styled “regie” 
buyers. 
North of this Is a heavy 
leaf stemmed for the British trade. 
North and east of this is the region 
in which a dark air-cured leaf 
is 
grown for domestic uses. 
East of 
this, embracing all Blue Grass and 
extending to Mays-ville, is the Burley 
district, in which is grown the famous 
red and white Burley tobaccos. Bur­ 
ley tobacco is a light, fine-fibered leaf, 
which has to a large degree the prop­ 
erty of absorbing licorice and other 
adulterants. 
It is, therefore, used 
for making sweet chewing tobaccos, 
plug, twist and fine-cut. 
Because of 
its peculiar fitness for this the tobac­ 
co companies have for 40 or 50 years 
made use of it In this way, and the 
popular brands, which are assets of 
no mean value, are based upon the 
public taste for this manipulated Bur­ 
ley.—J. L. Matthew’s, in Atlantic. 
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Gigantic Lemons. 


It is not regarded as a joke to be 
1 handed a lemon” in some parts of 
Mexico, where this fruit growfs to 
enormous 
size. 
To 
carry one of 
these monster 
lemons is no small 
task. 
These lemons 
do not bear 
shipment as well as 
those of the 
smaller variety, but they are in much 
demand in the localities where they 
are grown. 
They are full of juice, 
and one of the larger size has been 
known to afford enough acid for a 
whole barrel of lemonade. 
These 
gigantic lemons are 
found growing 
wild In a remote part of Mexico sev­ 
eral years ago. 
Specimens! of the 
tree were obtained and introduced in­ 
to other localities until the fruit 
is 
now becoming common. Experiments 
are now being made with the view of 
increasing the thickness of the rind 
and firmness of the fruit, with the 
view of giVlng the lemon mt)re stable 
qualities for shipping purposes.—In­ 
dianapolis Newrs.

IT'S EASY ENOUGH. 


Mak« Your $15 Machine, Tak« 
It to a Knell, Giva It Running 
Start and Hanjj On. 


F. W. Baldwin, who has been ex* 
porimenting at Hammondsport with 
motor flying 
machines, suggest* a 
new sport for people. 
Gliding, he 
says, it just dangerous enough 
to 
give it spice, and not nearly so expen­ 
sive as auto racing. 
A glider can be 
built for $15. 
All that is needed, he 
says, is a few joints of bamboo, some 
piano wire and silk or nainsook for 
a covering. 
A flying machine shaped 
something like the half of a box kite 
may easily be constructed with this 
material and, as it would weigh only 
about forty-five pounds and its big­ 
gest dimension would be only twen­ 
ty-five feet, it could be readily car­ 
ried. 


The operator would take this glid­ 
er to a hilltop, take a good running 
start, lift his feet off the ground and 
“let her go.” 
If he knew how to 
balance the concern, if it was proper­ 
ly constructed and if several other 
things, he would be carried along in 
the air a few feet from the ground, 
not in a straight line but undulating 
up and down, at times at a height of 
perhaps twenty feet. 


It sounds easy, but as a matter of 
fact gliding takes as much skill as 
managing a sail boat. 
Mr. Baldwin 
does not think it as dangerous, how­ 
ever, as mcing in an automobile. 
The first practices are 
for 
short 
jumps of ten feet or so from the tops 
of little knolls; the 
longer 
glides 
come later. 


Mr. Baldwin glided for about three 
months before constructing his fly­ 
ing machine and the Wrights glided 
for three years.

Eleplmnt Vs. Engine. 


An extraordinary railway accident 
happened recently in Siam on the 
Royal State Railway, between Ban 
Phaji and Bangkok. 
Late one even­

gines, dashed into a large wild ele­ 
phant which had strayed on to the 
track. 
The force of the impact was 
terrific, and both the engines were 
overthrown, the leading one plunging 
over the embankment and the second 
capsizing and falling across the line.

HEMMING A PLEATED SKIRT. 


Tho home dressmaker is always 
discouraged when it comes to hem­ 
ming a pleated skirt. The pleats, for 
some unknown reason, take it into 
their heads to 
hang at different 
lengths, so that the foot line when 
finished is bound to be uneven. 
Tho 
best way to secure an even edge is to 
baste the pleats full length after tho 
seams have been stitched and tho 
bands sewed and the hooks and eyes 
put on. 
Then turn up the hem as in 
a plain gored skirt a_nd press. 
After 
removing the bastings, turn the hem 
in the single material according to 
the crease first made. 


A skirt turned up in this way may 
easily have the braid sewn on before 
the hem is stitched. 
This does away 
with all hard work and extra pinning. 
— Washington Star. 


NOVEL FRUIT DISH. 
_ 


A novel fruit dish that not only 
keeps its contents perfectly cold but 
serves as a very attractive and decor­ 
ative centrepiece is seen in some of 
the Fifth avenue shops. 
It has met 
with great success during the sum­ 
mer months when fruit had to be well 
chilled to make it at all appetizing. 
There are two dishes, in fact, one fit­ 
ting inside the other. 
The outer ono 
is either porcelain or glass, and has a 
heavy silver 
rim. 
The inner one 
matches it and is smaller by at least 
two inches in circumference, so that 
when this one is placed inside the 
other there is a space large enough 
all around to hold plenty of cracked 
ice. 
When this is filled with ice the 
fruit is kept at the right temperature, 
yet it never comes in direct contact 
with the ice itself.— New York Her­ 
ald. 


METHODS IN FRYING. 


There is nothing harder to teach 
than new methods of housework. 
It 
usually takes a generation to intro­ 
duce a decided change. 
Our mothers 
served their fried food soaked in 
grease, and it is quite likely that the 
same fashion of frying will prevail to 
some extent for some time to come. 
It is curious to see how our leading 
cook books denounce such frying on 
one page, and yet by mere force of 
habit countenance it on another. 


Every 
good 
housekeeper knows 
theoretically that there are only two 
ways of frying. . One is in some deli­ 
cate fat like butter, using only enough 
to 
prevent the 
article fried from 
sticking. 
The frying pan is moved 
rapidly during this process, hence it 
Is called by the French saute, from 
the verb sauter, to jump. 
During 
this process the butter used is ab­ 
sorbed, but it is used in so small a 
quantity that it is only enough to 
dress the fried articles properly, and 
not enough to make them greasy. 
Oysters are nice cooked in this way. 


The second method of frying is in 
deep fat, in the way doughnuts are 
cooked. 
The greater part of French 
frying is done by this method. There 
must be depth of fat enough to cover 
the article put in it, and the fat must 
be hot enough to form a thin crust 
over the fritter the instant of its im­ 
mersion. 
Croquettes, breaded meats 
and potatoes are all cooked by the 
last method.— Presbyterian Banner. 
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Snowball Cake— One and one-half 
cups sugar, three tablespoonfuls but­ 
ter, two-thirds of a cup of milk, two 
cups flour, three egg whites, two even 
teaspoonfuls baking powder, one tea­ 
spoonful extract of almond. 
Cream 
the butter and sugar, add the egg 
whites, milk, flour and baking pow­ 
der sifted together' and then the fla­ 
voring. 
Bake in a square cake pan 
and frost. 


Fried Shrimps— Have the shrimps 
boiled a little and prepare this mix­ 
ture; 
Two tablespoonfuls of melted 
butter, a teaspoonful of curry pow­ 
der, salt and pepper to taste, and stir 
the shrimps about in it. 
Then let 
them stand in the mixture for half an 
hour or more. 
Take out, dip in fine 
bread crumbs, drop into boiling fat, 
and serve very hot. 
Tartar sauce, it 
is suggested, should be served with 
them. 


Velvet Molasses Candy— One and 
one-half pounds sugar, one-half pint 
molasses, one-fourth cup cider vine­ 
gar, one teaspoonful lemon extract. 
Place all but the flavoring in an 
agate lined kettle, and when boiling 
add a half teaspoonful cream of tar­ 
tar. 
Continue boiling until it crisps 
in cold water. 
Stir Rigorously and 
when nearly done 
add 
a 
quarter 
pound choice butter, a fourth tea- 
spoonful of bi-carbonate of soda, as 
also the lemon. Cool upon a buttered 
surface; pull • and chip with shears 
into small sections. 


English 
Chicken 
Pie— Cut into 
dice two ounces of ham, four large 
fresh mushrooms, and four truffles; 
add to this two ounces of butter, 
with an ounce of fiour, a pint of 
white stock. 
Stir this over the fire 
constantly for two ,or three minutes, 
then let simmer for twenty minutes 
very slowly. 
Put in then two cups 
of cold cooked chicken cut into small 
cubes, half a dozen gherkins cut in 
slices, and the salt and pepper that 
seem necessary. 
Line a dish with 
paste and bake till it is yellow. Then 
fill with the chicken mixture, cover 
with a paste and bake slowly for al* 
uoet an hour.

In some respects it resembles the 
familiar stock ticker and other print­ 
ing tlpgrapli instruments, but unlike 
these it. makes possible the use <>f 
capital and rmall letters as in ordin­ 
ary letter writing. 
Tho 
receiving 
machine records the message just as 
written and gives what corresponds 
to a carbon copy made on the origi­ 
nal machine. 


There is said to be no chance for 
mistakes. 
The machine takes down 
the message just as sent. 
Thriv is 
no human receiver to make a mistake 
by faulty hearing or carelesne^s *>r 
neglect, as is the caso with the pres 
ent Morse system of dots and dashes 
in use all over tho world.
